AMATEUR 


F. SEYMOUR SMITH 


THE Do-It-Yourself habit is almost world-wide. Cottage industries are 
encouraged in the Far East; in Western countries Everyman and his wife 
take pride in new-found skills; and in Great Britain and the United States 
the movement has created an industry. For the most part sociologists have 
overlooked this post-war development of a practical interest in making and 
doing beyond the normal day’s work, but there is one who has some shrewd 
observations to make on the subject. As one would expect, it is Aldous 
Huxley who has noted the ‘new breed of artisans’. In a cogent essay entitled 
‘Liberty, Quality, Machinery’ included in his volume Adonis and the 
Alphabet (1956, Chatto & Windus, 18s.), he writes: “Small power tools, in 
conjunction with new gadgets of every variety, new synthetic raw materials, 
new paints and putties, new solders and adhesives, have called into existence 
(and at the same time have been called into existence by) a new breed of 
artisans. These new artisans pass their working hours in a factory . . . in an 
office ... in a shop ... But in their spare time ... they become craftsmen, 
using the tools and materials supplied by the mass producers, but working 
for themselves, either for the sheer fun of it, or because they cannot afford 
to pay someone else to do the job or else . . . for both reasons at once.’ 
Whichever the prime reason, some element of ‘the sheer fun of it’ doubtless 
enters into nearly every amateur’s odd jobbing, as it certainly does in his 
craftsmanship and artistic hobbies. Just as the new tools (as noted by the 
essayist) have helped to make the new craftsman who has in turn demanded 
new tools to help him get on with his odd jobbing, so the spate of 
How-To-Do-It books is due partly to publishers’ desire to meet a demand, 
and partly to stimulate a demand by offering the advice of experts in cheap 
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books produced in large editions. That is why How-To-Do-It is a twentieth 
century industry, not a passing fashion. 

Many of the most popular books are in series, but one quality most of 
them have in common is that they are nearly always the work of experts 
and authorities. Hence the level is unusually high for books published for a 
mass public. One of the oldest series of its kind, Cassell’s Work Handbooks, 
rewritten and brought up-to-date, has eighteen volumes of the new series 
now available, most of them priced as low as 4s. 6d. each, with a few at 5s. 
The series is notable for its excellent format and durable binding in laminated 
plastic boards, its authoritative texts, covering an unusually wide range of 
practical subjects, and for the many explanatory and descriptive photographs 
provided in each volume. True to their traditional scope, Work Handbooks 
offer instruction to amateurs not only on domestic subjects such as house- 
painting and decoration, carpentry, furniture making and allied subjects, 
but also on crafts associated with specific occupations, such as knotting and 
splicing, motor mechanics, and the cleaning and repairing of clocks. 


Apart from the most comprehensive modern series of its kind, the 
ubiquitous Teach Yourself textbooks (English Universities Press, 6s. to 10s.6d. 
each), covering hundreds of practical, cultural and academic subjects in a 
style suited to beginners, yet written by renowned authorities, there are 
more limited series which command sustained sales, year in, year out, 
because of their acknowledged merit and recommended practical value. 
The best form of advertisement is the personal recommendation of a friend 
or acquaintance, and it is probably due to this that such handbooks as 
Pearson’s Home Handicrafts are so well known. This series varies in price 
according to length: thus a handbook on Plastics Art and Crafts (8s.6d.), and 
some others of great importance to those promoting cottage industries, 
such as Soft Toys (ss.); Leatherwork (s5s.) and Gummed Strip and Paper 
Modelling (7s.6d.), are briefer and therefore cheaper than those on more 
complicated and technical subjects, such as Radio Controlled Models (12s.6d.), 
or Portable Electric Tools for the Home Handyman (15s.) and The Home 
Electrician (12s.6d.). 

The same publisher has a small series The Home Mechanic, published at 
ss. each volume, dealing with Woodworking, Furniture Repair and 
Renovation, The Home Handyman (that is, odd jobbing) and Concrete, Stone 
and Brickwork for the Amateur. Pearson’s associated publishing firm, George 
Newnes (Book Dept.), provide two compendious works of reference which 
well deserve the attention of skilled amateurs, because they provide in effect 
a small encyclopaedia of practical mechanical knowledge. Under the 
editorship of F. J. Camm, Newnes publish a First Practical Mechanics 
How-To-Make-It Book (12s.6d.) and a complementary Second book (15s.). 
Profusely illustrated with diagrams, drawings in text and photographs,

these provide ‘easy-to-follow constructional details’ for numerous household 
and workshop models, including house telephones, door chimes, cycle 
trailers, looms, photographic enlargers, electronic organs, battery clocks, 
aqua lungs, electric hedge trimmers, folding outboard motor-boats, potter’s 
wheels, synchronised electric clocks, midget cameras and bathroom scales. 
From the instructions and advice, the skilled worker with a home workshop 
and the appropriate tools, is said to be able to make ‘full-sized functional 
articles’, though the more humble odd-jobber may well feel that some of 
these articles are beyond his skill and ability. 


One of the most successful series in post-war publishing is the Right Way 
list, founded by Andrew George Elliot, which covers (at 7s.6d. a volume), 
a great variety of subjects. On the practical side may be mentioned Alan 
Morley’s extraordinarily comprehensive Dairy Farmers’ Encyclopaedia (it 
deserves its title, in spite of the modest price of 7s.6d.), the same writer's 
Pig Keeping and Breeding, and J. A. Cribb’s unique book on Modern 
Irrigation. It is unique, for it is the first monograph in English to deal with 
this important subject in a popular style for smallholders, farmers, nursery- 
men and market gardeners. The series also provides handbooks on The 
Right Way to Speak in Public; the writing of business letters; the making of 
contracts; business etiquette; and hotel keeping. Such books surely give the 
lic to the Shavian gibe “Those who can’t do, teach’. Indeed, the book world 
of the twentieth century may attract the social historians of the future for 
the very reason that never before has the general reading public been so 
well served by experts and specialists ready or persuaded to place their 
knowledge at the disposal of Everyman. Certainly the media of television 
and radio broadcasting have encouraged this, and many educators and 
specialist authorities on subjects ranging from archaeology to the signs of 
the zodiac regard a popular book as a complement or an ancillary accompani- 
ment to their talks. 


Perhaps the most popular ‘handyman’ of our time was the late W. P. 
Matthew, whose radio personality and homely, helpful voice interested 
thousands of wartime householders in domestic odd jobbing. The war over, 
his services and gift for lucid exposition were in constant demand from 
many quarters, and almost to the day of his death he seemed to be writing 
or sponsoring something connected with the Do-It-Yourself movement. 
Of his many publications the five volumes he did with F. J. Christopher 
stand out as contributions to their subjects of permanent value. These 
Do-It-Yourself Books are published by Max Parrish at 9s.6d. each; run to 
about 120 pages for each subject, and are durably bound in cloth. The 
illustrated texts are devoted to Decorating, The Garden Handyman, Heating 
and Lighting, Repairs and Odd Jobs, and Woodwork. Matthew also initiated an 
excellent little series of Help Yourself booklets, all published by Burke at the 
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popular price of half-a-crown each, cased in glazed washable boards. 
W. P. Matthew himself wrote the twenty books comprising the ‘Handyman 
Section’. Apart from the obvious subjects, he included some which are often 
overlooked, such as Floors and Floor Covering, Water Services (with useful 
diagrams showing how the average house is piped), Electricity in the Home, 
Upholstery and Soft Furnishing, and French Polishing. Then there are four 
books in a section called ‘For Profit and Pleasure’, that is, on subjects such 
as Poultry, Kitchen Gardening, Soft Fruit Growing, and Flower Growing; and 
six monographs in the “Gardening Section’, edited by Edward Hyams. 

Gardeners, it is well known, have a library of books to help them, and if 
one mentions Amateur Gardening Handbooks published by Collingridge as 
a noteworthy example of a popular series, it is but to single out from many 
similar series and handbooks a set of books which has attracted attention 
because of its low price (3s.6d. or 4s. each volume), its handy, pocket format, 
and its comprehensive range of subjects from house plants to pests, bulbs, 
greenhouses and cacti, not to mention monographs on species. Comple- 
mentary are the same publisher’s Amateur Gardening Picture Books presenting 
the gardener’s art in a series of action photographs. There are eight of these: 
No. 3 is 6s., No. 6, a double volume on the whole art of garden making, is 
12s.6d., and the others are 7s.6d. each. A similar technique is used in the 
popular See How to Garden, by C. E. Pearson (1956, Ward Lock, 21:.), a 
larger general work illustrated with over 600 photographs and some 
coloured illustrations. 


It is not possible to give details of all of these series, most of which are 
stocked as a matter of course by booksellers, but attention should be 
called to Foulsham’s catalogue, since this publisher has always specialised in 
the type of book we are discussing and covers a very wide range of subjects 
in addition to those contributed to his Do-It Yourself series. In this there are 
eleven titles to choose from, each book presenting for 3s.6d. the elements 
of a practical subject in 64 pages. Here again, some of the subjects are not 
covered by similar series. For example, there is a booklet here on Boot and 
Shoe Repairing which must have saved a family man on a small income many 
a shilling during the schooling days of his children. Bricklaying is a hobby 
not many pursue, yet for those who do Foulsham has the essential advice 
available for 3s.6d. 

The merest glance at the astonishing range of subjects dealt with in 
Foyle’s Handbooks raises a doubt as to whether there can by this time possibly 
be a subject which has not yet been treated in a popular style. There are 
hundreds of Foyle’s Handbooks, all of about 94 pages in length, cased in 
boards, and selling at the remarkably low price of 3s. each, a price attained, 
no doubt, because of the very large printings called for on subscription. 
Only a few months ago they were even cheaper. 
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And new series arise every year. The latest are the Handiguides issued by 
Educational Productions, at half-a-crown each. These oblong books in stiff 
covers, deal briefly in text and diagrams with some most important but out 
of the ordinary subjects, of which Handsaws and Sawing is ths most enter- 
prising. This little book should surely be introduced to young carpenters at 
school as well as to more experienced handymen, for it describes the type 
and purpose of every kind of saw in general use by the carpenter and wood- 
worker, giving clear guidance on the care and use of each tool. That popular 
gardener Percy Thrower contributes a useful guide to Gardening and Garden 
Tools in which a similar emphasis is laid on purpose, care and use, so that 
the tiro is helped to avoid unnecessary expense and labour often incurred 
through ignorance of these fundamental matters. There is, by the way, 
a substantial monograph on Woodworking Tools and How to Use Them 
by Alfred Morgan (Phoenix House, 15s.). The same publisher’s Printing 
For Pleasure by J. Ryder (1955, 10s.6d.) proved so popular with amateur 
printers and beginners that it has recently been added to the Teach Yourself 
series (English Universities Press, 7s.6d.). Finally, in dealing with series, 
some mention should be made of the admirable Young Farmers’ Club 
Booklets, published for the National Federation of Young Farmers’ Clubs 
by Evans, at 2s.6d. each booklet, with a special Farm Dictionary by Derek 
Chapman (Evans, 8s.6d.). Each of these practical booklets deals with a special 
topic, such as Farm Reckoning, Farm Figures, Farm Implements, Farm Weeds, 
Farm Dogs, and the very interesting Tools and Devices for Coppice Crafts, 
which has an interest far beyond the farmer and his family. Evans’s list also 
includes some first-class Woodworker Handbooks, at 12s.6d. each, mostly by 
Charles H. Hayward, dealing with a full range of woodwork subjects, 
including English Period Furniture, Tools for Woodwork, Light Machines for 
Woodwork, and Timbers for Woodwork. 


All this is merely an indication of the rich variety of choice available to 
the Do-It-Yourself craftsman, and behind the whole, vast library, as it were, 
we now have one of the most successful exhibitions of the London season 
at Olympia, the Do-It-Yourself show, attended annually by hundreds of 
thousands of amateur handymen and householders.

Corporation, 5s. 1958. 24°5 cm. $4 pages. Index. Paper covers. 

Replacing Books about Broadcasting (1948), this bibliography covers books published 
in Britain on sound and television broadcasting, excluding those on engineering 
subjects. Periodical articles on British Broadcasting Corporation policy are included 
as well as all Government and official publications relating to the Corporation. A 
particularly interesting section lists the more important debates in both Houses of 
Parliament concerning the subject. The various aspects of broadcasting are covered 
in broad subject divisions supplemented by a name index. Each entry is briefly 
annotated.

SPACE EXPLORATION. Compiled by Patrick Moore. Cambridge 
University Press for the National Book League, 3s. 1958. 18-5 cm. 34 pages. Paper 
covers. (Reader’s Guides. Third Series) 

A useful guide, well-annotated, to a good selection of the more important books on 

a subject of great popular interest at the present time. The short essay by the compiler, 

who is the author of a number of excellent books on astronomy for the general 

reader, is an admirable introduction to the subject. (016-523) 


G. K. CHESTERTON. A Bibliography. John Sullivan. With an Essay 
on Books by G. K. Chesterton and an Epitaph by Walter de la Mare. University 
of London Press, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 208 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

Gilbert Keith Chesterton’s literary work was so large in extent and variety that it is 

surprising that this is the first comprehensive bibliography to be published. The 

compiler has obviously devoted much research to his subject and, as a result, displays 
systematically and in a very thorough manner the wide range of Chesterton’s 
activities. Generally the entries in each section are arranged in chronological order 
and a full index guides the user easily to individual items. It was a happy thought to 
reprint Chesterton’s own delightful essay on books. (016-8249)

HOW TO CONDUCT A READING SURVEY. A. E. Fieldhouse. 
New Zealand Council for Educational Research: distributors, Oxford University Press, 
7s.6d. 1958. 21-5 cm. 80 pages. Bibliography. Index. Paper covers. (Studies in 
Education, No. 15) 


The author, who is Lecturer in Education at Victoria University College, Wellington, 
New Zealand, writes for teachers who may lack a technical knowledge of educational 
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psychology but seck to organise a reading survey of class, school or district. He 
explains the scope of such a survey, defining relevant terms and recommending test 
procedures suitable for New Zealand (although not necessarily for other countries). 
He then advises on its administration, interpretation and practical application (the 
tabulation of results for varying purposes being clearly illustrated in the text) and 
devotes a brief final chapter to remedial teaching. (028-9) 


PHILOSOPHY [AND PSYCHOLOGY] 


MEDIEVAL THOUGHT. St. Augustine to Ockham. Gordon Leff. 
Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 318 pages. Bibliography. Index. Paper covers. 
(Pelican Books) 

It is no mean achievement to cover the whole history of medieval thought in three 

hundred pages, and produce something more than a string of names and dates. The 

general reader will find this a readable as well as an informative book. Particularly 
important are those chapters which treat of Scholasticism in relation to the philosophy 
of Islam and the East. The work of Arabian (and also Jewish) thinkers in sustaining 
and transmitting the Aristotelian tradition is rarely discussed in detail save in highly 
specialised works: Mr. Leff gives us the facts we need and enables us to adjust our 
viewpoint. The final section, ‘Scepticism’, traces the break-up of the medieval 
synthesis under the impact of the work of Ockham. (109) 


AN EXPERIMENT WITH TIME. J. W. Dunne. Reprint. Faber, 5s. 
1958. 18 cm. 254 pages. Diagrams. Index. Paper covers. 
Having noted that dreams sometimes refer accurately to events which have not yet 
happened at the time of dreaming, J. W. Dunne set himself the task of describing, 
mathematically, the structure of a universe in which the future might be ‘foreseen’. 
Attacked by some mathematicians of standing and supported by others, Dunne’s 
theory of ‘Serialism’ has provoked much thought and discussion since its publication 
in 1927. This new edition contains replies to critics and a note by Sir Arthur 
Eddington. (110) 


AVICENNA: HIS LIFE AND WORKS. Soheil M. Afnan. Allen & 
Unwin, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 298 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Avicenna (980-1037), philosopher and doctor, was one of the greatest of thinkers, 
and his understanding and interpretation of Aristotle had a direct influence upon the 
great scholastic philosophers, not least upon St. Thomas himself. Beginning with a 
survey of Persian philosophy in the 10th century, Dr. Afnan outlines the life of 
Avicenna and then proceeds to expound in detail his theories of logic, metaphysics, 
peychology and medicine. The writing is clear and persuasive, and the author’s deep 
owledge of western and eastern thought combines to form a unique contribution 
to learning. (189) 


A CHALLENGE TO CHRISTIANITY. J. B. Coates. Watts, 15s. 1958. 
22 cm. 206 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
The author is well known for his advocacy of the doctrine of Personalism, but he 
was also co-founder of the Federation of Progressive Societies, now known as the 
Progressive League, and consequently much of this book is taken up with questions 
of social reform and individual emancipation. His ‘Challenge’ is not to the Christian 
tradition as such but to the supernatural element in Christianity, which he declares 
to be unacceptable to modern man. He shows considerable knowledge of modern 
theological writing and he admits that humanism as such cannot necessarily provide 
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a guarantee against the evils combated by traditional religion. He writes lucidly and 
sincerely and the question is whether his ‘alternative’ will provide the dynamism 
which the abandonment of faith must cause men to seck in the secular sphere. —_ (192) 


WHITEHEAD’S METAPHYSICS. An Introductory Exposition. Ivor 
Leclerc. Allen & Unwin, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 248 pages. Index. 
Whitehead is remarkable for having combined mathematical genius with acute 
metaphysical insight. Consequently his work has continued to enlist the respect of a 
generation of thinkers otherwise critical of metaphysical ideas. Mr. Leclerc’s concern 
is to expound the later works of Whitehead in which the metaphysician takes 
precedence over the philosopher of science. A second volume is promised in which 
the system will receive critical treatment. The book is valuable for dispelling much 
of the impression of Whitehead’s ‘difficulty’. We are given a lucid account of the 
Philosophy of Organism and its implications. All students of modern British 
philosophy should acquire this book. (192)

SCIENCE AND THE IDEA OF GOD. The Eleventh Arthur Stanley 
Eddington Memorial Lecture 21 April 1958. C. A. Coulson. Cambridge University 
Press, 4s.6d. 1958. 18 cm. $8 pages. Paper covers. 

In this able and stimulating lecture, Professor Coulson declares that science is un- 

willing to believe in gaps through which God can be discerned. If, however, the 

scientist cannot look to the substance of his enquiry to find God, he must look to 
the manner of it, its presuppositions and the corporate nature which it shares. He 
submits that if scientists are faithful to the wider field of responsible thought, they 
will come to know that science can only find its true fulfilment within the idea of 
God. (215) 


AN OUTLINE OF ANGLO-AMERICAN BIBLE HISTORY. 
Edgar Newgass. Batsford, 25s. 1958. 25 cm. $6 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. 
Index. 

In this handsomely produced book enhanced by some excellent reproductions, we 

have a brief but engaging account of the history of the translation of the Bible into 

English combined with the story of early Bible printing and publication in America. 

Beginning with the original texts, the main personalities, scenes and items of the 

drama pass before us—Wycliffe, Tyndale, the Coverdale Bible, the King James I 

Bible, early American Bibles, modern versions, Bible printers. The plan of the work 

represents the author’s conviction that the English Bible constitutes ‘the strongest 


link in the chain that binds together the two great English-speaking peoples’ (220-5) 


HEALING AND SALVATION. An Investigation of Healing Miracles in 
the Present Day. Dorothee Hoch. Translated from the 2nd German edition by 
John Hoad. 6s. 48 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

THE ORDINATION OF WOMEN TO THE PRIESTHOOD. A 
Study of the Biblical Evidence. M. E. Thrall. 8s.6d. 116 pages. 

LITURGICAL RENEWAL. Studies in Catholic and Protestant Developments 
on the Continent. J.-D. Benoit. Translated from the French by Edwin Hudson. 
8s.6d. 112 pages. 

S.C.M. Press, 1958. 21-5 cm. Paper covers. (Studies in Ministry and Worship) 

A series intended to furnish an ecumenical forum for the discussion of problems that 

are emerging in different forms in all the Christian Communions. Dorothee Hoch, 
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Pastor of the Swiss Reformed Church in Riehen, Basel, in a brief but useful study 
pleads for the recovery of the understanding of the Gospel which means victory over 
evil in all its forms. He examines the way in which the Bible associates salvation and 
healing, and while he deprecates the quest for signs and wonders, he holds that the 
redemptive and recreative forces released by the advent of Christ are awaiting the 
intervention of an expectant and believing Church. Mr. Thrall complains that the 
general impression given by Anglican leaders is that the admission of women to the 
priesthood is an unimportant problem hardly deserving of immediate attention! 
The present study is intended to provoke debate and is mainly concerned with an 
examination of the biblical evidence. If the conclusions are tentative, there is no doubt 
that the author believes that the theological verdict is sufficiently favourable to the 
ordination of women to justify further exploration. This is a much-needed and very 
illuminating survey. Dr. Benoit, Professor of Theology in the University of 
Strasbourg, provides an admirable account of recent liturgical developments, first in 
the French-speaking reformed Churches, with special reference to the new liturgy 
of the Lord’s Supper, the restoration of the ecclesiastical year and theological factors 
in the liturgical revival. Secondly he turns to the liturgical movement in the Church 
of Rome, illustrated by emphasis on the participation by the people in the Mass, the 
use of the vernacular, the Communion of the laity, the new order of Holy Week and 
a revival of concern about preaching. (220-8) (262-14) (264) 


JESUS LIVED HERE. Paul Bruin and Philipp Giegel. Translated from the 
German by William Neil. Harrap, 63s. 1958. 28-5 cm. 238 pages. Illustrations 
(some in colour). Map. 

This ambitious production is the work of a Bible scholar and a highly competent 

photographer who, we are told, between 1951 and 1955 visited Palestine four times 

and travelled through Jordan, Syria, the Lebanon and Israel. Its aim is to depict for 
us the land which was the cradle of the Christian Faith and to provide by graphic 
description and photographic skill the background of geography, culture and folklore 
against which Jesus lived as a child and as a man, taught and preached, suffered and 
died. The book will make the Gospels come alive for many readers, and teachers in 
religious knowledge will find in it a mine of illustrative material. (220-91) 


THE ANCIENT LIBRARY OF QUMRAN AND MODERN 
BIBLICAL STUDIES. Frank Moore Cross, Jr. Duckworth, 21s. 1958. 
225 cm. 212 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Index. (Haskell Lectures, 1956-1957) 

Professor Cross of Harvard University, one of the eight scholars appointed to prepare 

and publish the manuscripts from Cave IV, has written an outstandingly good guide 

to the Dead Sea Scrolls. First-hand knowledge of the documents and the excavations 
at Qumran is combined with familiarity with the modern literature. The finding of 
the Scrolls, their contents, the habitation, organisation and teaching of the first 
owners, the Essenes, the influence of the documents on Old Testament textual 
studies and New Testament exegesis are described with objective clarity. This book 
may be recommended strongly to general reader and student alike. (221-4) 


THE RIDDLE OF THE NEW TESTAMENT. Sir Edwyn Hoskyns 
and Noel Davey. Faber, 6s. 1958. 19°5 cm. 238 pages. Index of references. Paper 
covers. 

WHO MOVED THE STONE: Frank Morison. Faber, 5s. 1958. 18 cm. 
192 pages. Paper covers. 

These two volumes, first published close on thirty years ago, have in different ways 
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influenced religious thought. In the first it is urged that the riddle is a theological 
one. In the light of historical criticism the New Testament documents offer a solution 
to the enigma of human life by confronting every man with the challenge of the 
unique event of the revelation of God in the life, death and resurrection of Jesus the 
Messiah. This scholarly work has left its mark on generations of theological students 
and still merits careful study. Mr. Morison surveys the evidence for the resurrection 
of Jesus. A long line of witnesses is called—including Peter, the writers of the Gospels, 
James the Just, Saul of Tarsus—and, after careful sifting, their testimony is considered 
to validate the much disputed clause: The third day He rose again from the dead. 
While the author’s use of sources is not sufficiently critical, he prestnts his case with 
competence and impartiality. (225) (232-97) 


LANGUAGE AND CHRISTIAN BELIEF. John Wilson. Macmillan, 
gs.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 152 pages. Bibliography. 
Modern philosophy is largely concerned with the meaning of statements and the 
nature of verification. Religious statements are not immune from rational criticism 
and the author, a housemaster at King’s College, Canterbury, contends that theologians 
should take seriously the work and conclusions of analytical thinkers. By a lucid and 
dispassionate examination of Christian teaching about such questions as the knowledge 
of God, the doctrine of the Trinity, freedom and evil, sacraments, immortality, he 
shows that Christianity is intellectually respectable. This book should help to bridge 
the gulf between Christianity and current philosophy and it can be understood by 
the non-specialist. (230) 


HE ASCENDED INTO HEAVEN. A Study in the History of Doctrine. 
J. G. Davies. Lutterworth Press, 35s. 1958. 23 cm. 224 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. 
(Bampton Lectures 1958) 

This book breaks new ground for it is the first study in any language of the history of 

the doctrine of the Ascension from its Old Testament prefigurement through the 

New Testament to the early medieval divines. The New Testament material is 

marshalled with independence, learning and skill: the footnotes indicate the range 

and thoroughness of the research that has been undertaken. A similar competence is 
manifest in the succeeding chapters on the teaching of the Ante-Nicene Church, 
the age of the Conciliar Creeds, the first homilists and later Greek and Latin writers. 

The theological significance of the Ascension finally comes under review and its 

integral relation to the Christian Revelation is lucidly expounded. Dr. Davies is 

Senior Lecturer in Theology in the University of Birmingham and this important 

contribution to historical theology is to be warmly commended. (232-97) 


THE INTERIOR CASTLE, OR, THE MANSIONS. Abridged and 
edited by Hugh Martin. Translated from the Spanish of Saint Teresa by a 
Benedictine of Stanbrook. $.C.M. Press, 9s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 128 pages.(A Treasury 
of Christian Books) 

This abridgment of the work of St. Teresa, the Catholic nun of the 16th century— 

mystic, administrator, reformer and writer—contains the saint’s fundamental message. 

Here St. Teresa seeks to communicate her secret as she likens the human soul to a 

castle in which the pilgrim passes from the outer court to the innermost room where 

the King dwells. The Interior Castle is one of the classics of Christian mystical literature 
and many who might be disinclined to read the complete work will welcome this 

shortened version. (242) 
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REALITY AND PRAYER. A Guide to the Meaning and Practice of 
Prayer. John B. Magee. Hodder & Stoughton, 12s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 256 pages. 
Index. 

The author, who is Professor of Philosophy and Religion at the College of Puget 

Sound in Washington, provides a clear and balanced introduction to the meaning and 

practice of prayer based upon careful study of the relevant literature. After examining 

some of the more obvious problems such as science, law and prayer, the problem of 
unanswered prayer, he proceeds to deal positively with the prayer of confession, 

ition, intercession, ‘problem-solving’ prayer, thanksgiving, meditation and the 
bite of communion. On each of these classical forms he has something relevant and 

useful to say. (248) 


MEISTER ECKHART. Selected Treatises and Sermons translated from 
Latin and German with an introduction and notes. James M. Clark and John V. 
Skinner. Faber, 21s. 1958. 21 cm. 268 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

This volume is the result of collaboration between Professor Clark, an authority on 

German mystics, and Mr. John V. Skinner, the headmaster of Alloa Academy in 

Scotland. Their object was to re-interpret Eckhart’s thought by translations of the 

genuine German treatises, Latin sermons and excerpts from Latin commentaries. 

The misrepresentation of Eckhart’s views is due in part to the fact that commentators 

are acquainted with his German works only—genuine or spurious. The translation is 

excellent in spite of obvious difficulties presented by style and content, while the 
lucid introduction and the scholarly notes greatly enhance the usefulness of this 

work. (252-02) 


THE STATE AND THE CHURCH IN A FREE SOCIETY. The 
Hibbert Lectures 1957. A. Victor Murray. Cambridge University Press, 22s.6d. 
1958. 22 cm. 206 pages. Index. 

Professor Murray points out that when we ask about the relation of Church and State 

what we ought to mean is: What standard of behaviour does the Church require of 

the leaders and citizens of the secular community: How does the Church as the 
custodian of Christian standards regard such political aims as liberty, equality, 
fraternity? In the course of the discussion, such issues as totalitarianism, true and 
false, the rationale of progress and the conflicting approach of Roman Catholicism 
and Protestantism are sympathetically examined and even if some judgments— 
theological and political—may be challenged, they are worthy of careful consideration.

OUR MASS. Mgr. Chevrot. Translated from the French by J. Holland 
Smith. Challoner Publications, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 248 pages. 

Mgr. Chevrot sets out (and brilliantly succeeds) to give a devotional and theological 

commentary on the different stages of the Mass and uses his historical knowledge to 

illustrate what he has to say. This book should help every Catholic to take an effective 

and visible share in what is the central act of the Church’s worship. (265-3) 


THOUGHTS ON HOLY COMMUNION. J. Ernest Rattenbury. 
Epworth Press, 9s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 108 pages. 

The author of this volume is an aged Methodist minister and he writes out of long 

reflection upon the history and significance of Holy Communion. He gives a lucid 

survey of the accounts of the Last Supper in the New Testament, the Eucharist in 

early Christianity and Reformation Doctrines. Chapters are added on the meaning 

of sacrifice in the rite, Cranmer’s liturgies and the Eucharist as itself a proclamation of 
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the essential message of Christianity. This book will help many to gain a deeper and 
richer understanding of the central Sacrament of the Church. (265-3) 


THE CARDIJN STORY. Michael de la Bedoyere. Longmans, 15s. 1958. 
20 cm. 208 pages. Illustrations. 
The name of Mgr. Joseph Cardijn will always be associated with the Young Christian 
Workers’ movement which he founded and which has been not unjustly described 
as the finest piece of youth work being done at the moment by the Christian Church. 
Its aim is to guide and inspire young workers so that within factories and workshops 
they will shoulder their responsibilities as Christians and workers. The story of 
Cardijn, and of the birth-pangs, triumph and world-wide developments of the 
movement is here graphically told by the editor of the Catholic Herald. (267-6) 


GOD’S HIGHWAYS. The Religious Life and Secular Institutes. J. Perinelle, 
O.P. Translated from the French by Donald Attwater. Blackfriars Publications, 
27s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 350 pages. 

Father Perinelle tells us that his aim in writing this book has been to make religious 

life better known in its living reality. This he does, not by discussing the merits of 

any particular order, but by describing the essential elements which make up the life 
of any religious. The author is himself a Dominican and knows what he is talking 

about. (271) 


THE CISTERCIAN HERITAGE. Louis Bouyer. Translated from the 
French by Elizabeth A. Livingstone. Mowbray, 22s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 224 pages. 
Index. 

Professor Bouyer is a French Oratorian, many of whose works, including his recent 

Life of Newman, have already been translated into English. Stressing the value of 

the solution the monks of Citeaux found to the problems they set themselves, and 

finding a parallel between these problems and the tensions of our day, Father Bouyer 
writes with freshness and vigour about the spiritual teaching of the early Cistercians. 

He traces the origins of Cistercian spirituality, devotes two interesting chapters to 

St. Bernard and the rest to the saint’s brilliant contemporaries, including William of 

St. Thierry, Aelred of Rievaulx, and the little known English monk Isaac of Stella.

BUDDHIST WISDOM BOOKS. Containing The Diamond Sutra and 
The Heart Sutra. Translated from the Sanskrit and explained by Edward Conze. 
Allen & Unwin, 13s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 110 pages. Appendix. Illustrations. Index. 

What is known as the Prajfiaparamita (or perfection of wisdom) literature, which is 

preoccupied with the meaning of life and the search for ends worthy of pursuit, 

consists of thirty-eight books composed in India between 100 B.C. and A.D. 600 

Of these, The Diamond Sutra and The Heart Sutra belonging perhaps to the fourth 

century A.D. are judged by Buddhists in many lands to be the most outstanding and 

are here presented with an explanation of terms and a detailed commentary. Dr. 

Conze is a distinguished Buddhist scholar and students of religions will be grateful 

for his interpretation of these important texts. (204°3) 


INITIATIONS AND INITIATES IN TIBET. Alexandra David-Neel. 
Authorised translation from the French by Fred Rothwell. 2nd edition. Rider, 18s. 
1958. 21-5 cm. 224 pages. Illustrations. 

The second edition of this important book follows twenty-six years after the first and 

contains new material gathered during a further twelve years in Tibet. The author 
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has lived as a Tibetan and the late Lama Yongden was her adopted son. She therefore 
writes with authority on Tibetan mysticism and religion, and is able to describe in 
detail the psychic training of initiates. All sensationalism is avoided and many 
erroneous ideas on monastic life and the functions of the Dalai and Penchen Lamas 
and other ‘incarnations’ are corrected. An absorbing book essential to the under- 
standing of Tibet. (294-32) 


MITHRAS: The Fellow in the Cap. Esmé Wynne-Tyson. Rider, 15s. 1958. 
21°5 cm. 228 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
The author offers an answer to two questions: Who was Mithras: How did it happen 
that the Sun-God—Christianity’s serious rival for three centuries—seemed completely 
to vanish? While the alleged similarity between Christianity and Mithraism, so it is 
here argued, led the Church to destroy all records of the rival cult, there is evidence 
of its resurrection in modern creeds of violence and worldly power to which the 
Church is too often allied. The valuable historical assessment of Mithraism and the 
degree to which the cult infected the Church is somewhat marred by an inadequate 
conception of Christianity. (295) 


THE RIDDLE OF THE SCROLLS. H. E. Del Medico. Translated from 
the French by H. Garner. Burke, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 432 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
The author, who has written on Hittite and Ugaritic subjects as well as on the Dead 
Sea Scrolls, holds highly individual views about the Scrolls and their first owners. 
Thus, the Essenes never existed, the very name being an invention of Philo, and the 
documents, a heterogeneous collection, are from a Geniza, a secret hiding-place for 
non-canonical, unorthodox and subversive writings, and not from the library of a 
sect. The author’s learned argument demands careful examination if only because 
unorthodox views send one back to a reconsideration of more generally held theories. 
His translations of the texts are a welcome addition to a growing number of such 
versions.

LINEAGE ORGANIZATION IN SOUTH-EASTERN CHINA. 
Maurice Freedman. University of London: Athlone Press, 25s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 
162 pages. Diagrams. Map. Bibliography. Index. (London School of Economics. 
Monographs on Social Anthropology, No. 18) 

Dr. Freedman’s study of family and marriage among the Chinese of Singapore 

aroused his interest in the Provinces of Fukien and Kwangtung, whence most of the 

immigrants come. More than anywhere else in China in these two provinces lineage 

and village tend to coincide, so that many villages consist of single lineages. In this 

closely written monograph, which is necessarily based entirely on literary sources, 

every aspect of the lineage structure is described as fully as the evidence permits and 

the book is of interest both to sinologists and to social anthropologists in general.

INDIGENOUS POLITICAL SYSTEMS OF WESTERN MALAYA. 
J. M. Gullick. University of London: Athlone Press, 25s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 160 pages. 

Monographs on 
Social Anthropology, No. 17) 

The area covered is the States of Perak, Selangor and Negri Sembilan, and the period 

that previous to imposition of British control in 1874. For this the author uses the 
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considerable literary sources, interpretation of which is greatly facilitated by his 
personal knowledge of the country. The village community, the very real power of 
the district chiefs, and the prestige of the Sultans as symbols are all considered, 
together with the special position of the Chinese from early times. A book of great 
interest and importance to all wishing to understand the foundations of the present 
Constitution.

HERE I STAND. Paul Robeson. Dennis Dobson, 10s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 
128 pages. 
In the world of art and entertainment, Paul Robeson is one of the very few figures 
who are great by virtue of what they are, as well as what they do. In this short book 
Robeson speaks his mind about human rights, with special reference to his own 
trouble with the United States Government which led, for many years, to the with- 
holding of his passport. In the appendix, amongst other documents, is an interesting 
technical piece about folk-music. (323-1) 


EUROPEAN VOLUNTEER WORKERS IN BRITAIN. J. A. 
Tannahill. Manchester University Press, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 154 pages. Map. 
This is a welcome study of the refugee question, setting out the government's policy 
from 1945 onwards in introducing displaced persons, mainly from Eastern and 
Central Europe, as workers in British industries, and describing the system of recruit- 
ment and the social and other difficulties which had to be overcome. The author 
gleaned his information from the files of the Ministry of Labour and from talks 
with employers, welfare workers and many of the refugees themselves. He ends 
with a tentative survey of the state of the immigrants after ten years. (325-21) 


IDEAS, PEOPLE AND PEACE. Chester Bowles. Bodley Head, 12s.6d. 
1958. 19 cm. 190 pages. 
As former American Ambassador to India, pioneer of various Point Four programmes 
and author of Ambassador’s Report and The New Dimensions of Peace Mr. Bowles has 
given much time to the consideration of international relations, and his theory that 
the western powers are adopting futile tactics in the cause of world peace cannot be 
lightly dismissed. In this book he warns against the tendency towards violence 
through over-hasty attempts to settle major problems, and, in the belief that progress 
towards peace must come through small developments, suggests what those develop- 
ments should be. Thoughtful people of whatever political creed will appreciate the 
work. (327) 


THE BACKGROUND TO CURRENT AFFAIRS. D. W. Crowley. 
Macmillan, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 380 pages. Maps. Index. 
This book differs from the many others with similar titles in that it does not attempt 
any chronological survey of the events which have led up to the present international 
situation. It does, however, give an excellent examination of the forces and ideas 
which are behind these events, and is divided into a study of the growth of inter- 
nationalism in the advanced countries and of nationalism in the under-developed 
countries during the period since 1945. (327-09) 


LABOUR AND POLITICS, 1900-1906. A History of the Labour 
Representation Committee. Frank Bealey and Henry Pelling. Macmillan, 30s. 
1958. 22 cm. 326 pages. References. Index. 

Mr. Pelling, Fellow of Queen’s College, Oxford, continues in this volume, with the 

collaboration of the Lecturer in Government in the University College of North 
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Staffordshire, the scholarly investigations of his The Origins of the Labour Party, 
1880-1900, published in 1954. The period under discussion, the first six years of the 
Labour Party, is full of interest for both historians and political scientists. With the 
help of unpublished documents the authors have provided an authentic account of 
the contemporary political scene, and of the background negotiations between 
Ramsay MacDonald and the leaders of the Liberal Party and other bodies.

ECONOMIC ARITHMETIC. Robin Marris. Macmillan, 28s. 1958. 22 cm. 
365 pages. Diagrams. Charts. Index. 
This is a new approach to economics for undergraduates preparing for the final 
examination. It is based on the principle that, unlike pure science, economic theories 
cannot be tested by controlled experiment, therefore some form of quantitative 
description of the economic system must be sought. This the author provides, 
considering in turn the general statistical nature of the national economy, some of 
the accepted methods of statistical analysis, and the use of index numbers, the whole 
work demanding only a limited knowledge of mathematics. Mr. Marris became a 
lecturer in economics at King’s College, Cambridge after wide experience of official 
economic research.

An admirably concise pamphlet giving the essentials of a subject normally occupying 

a full-scale treatise. It covers industrial relations, working conditions from the legal 

aspect and in practice, and human relations in industry, glancing at individual topics 

which include employers’ organisations, trade unions, conciliation and arbitration, 
wages, hours, holidays, safety measures, personnel organisation, the recruitment and 
promotion of workers and their education and training, communications and joint 

consultation in the factory, and the extension of research. (331-0942) 


BID FOR POWER. George Bull and Anthony Vice. Elek Books, 253. 
1958. 22 cm. 238 pages. Illustrations. 
A spectacular movement in post-war business is the ‘take-over-bid’, in which a 
financier offers the shareholders of a company more than the current market price 
for their shares in the hope of acquiring control of the concern. This book, by two 
financial journalists, explains clearly to the business man or general reader what 
happens in such transactions, and describes step by step the activities by which such 
giant enterprises as Isaac Wolfson’s Great Universal Stores, Charles Clore’s Sears 
Group and the House of Fraser have been built up. It is the first full account of this 
far-reaching development.

that, as the last reserve of uncommitted land left, common land should be preserved 
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in the public interest. Their unanimous recommendations have broadly speaking 
two objects; an increase in its productivity and an improvement in facilities for publie 
access to common land. Valuable appendices include “The History of Commor 
Land and Common Rights’ by Dr. W. G. Hoskins, ‘Some Legal Problems’ by the 
Chairman, and “The Geographical Distribution of Common Land’ by Professor

Dr. Dunning, Lecturer in Economics in the University of Southampton, undertook 

the research for this book on behalf of the Conditional Aid Scheme for the use of 

counterpart funds derived from American economic aid, and with the co-operation 
of senior executives of many American-financed firms in the United Kingdom. His 
findings relate to the scope of American participation in British industry, the structure 
and organisation of American-financed firms, the influence of American firms on 

British industrial efficiency and managerial techniques, and related topics, the whole 

being presented in reliable statistical detail as a guide to industrialists and future

The author of this valuable paper, which includes 

charts and detailed statistical appendices, and has chapters relative to raw materials, 

organisation, finance, working conditions, marketing problems, and exports, is a 

Dutchman, and an authority on textile economics.

Mr. Downie is concerned that the current revival of political interest in questions of 
monopoly and competition receives little guidance from the traditional theories of 
economists. Accordingly, beginning with abstract mathematical reasoning, and 
gradually bringing his theories into relationship with the facts of the modern economic 
system and testing them by statistical evidence, he looks again at the effects of cartels 
and restrictive practices on the working of a competitive market. His book will 
encourage the reconsideration of certain widely-accepted principles.

In the 
international section which comprises part four, we have details of Dominions 
Representatives and Agents-General in London. Foreign Consulates in London, 
Judges of the International Court of Justice, and a general section arranged alpha- 
betically by countries.

The bicentenary of the Vinerian Professorship of English Law in the University of 

Oxford is commemorated by the eleventh holder of this distinguished Chair. There 

is first an account of legal education in Oxford from the beginning until the founda- 

tion of the Vinerian Chair, 1758, followed by two chapters on its first and greatest 
occupant, Sir William Blackstone. He then deals in successive chapters with Professors 

Dicey, W. M. Geldhart, Sir William Holdsworth and G. C. Cheshire. In his last 

chapter, he discusses the present and possible future status of legal education in

AN INTRODUCTION TO INTERNATIONAL LAW. J. G. Starke. 
4th edition. Butterworth, 37s,.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 516 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
A work recognised as a useful treatise for practitioners and diplomats concerned with 
international law and for university students. In spite of much revision on account 
of changes in the subject and in its literature, the new edition follows the general 
layout of carlier ones. Its six parts cover international law in general, states as subjects 
of international law, rights and duties of states, international transactions, disputes 
and hostile relations (including war and neutrality) and international institutions. (341) 


SERVITUDES OF INTERNATIONAL LAW. A Study of Rights 
in Foreign Territory. F. A. Vali. 2nd edition. Stevens & Sons, sos. 1958. 22 cm. 
366 pages. Diagrams. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 

Brought up to date and considerably enlarged since its first appearance in 1933, this 

book deals with the history, theory and practice of international law in respect of 

rights in foreign territory. The first part covers theories of sovercignty and territorial 
sovereignty and with ‘absolute’ and ‘real’ rights. In the second part the history and 
problem of international servitudes is examined, part three is on the practice of states, 
and in part four the author draws certain inferences from the practice of states. This 
is a subject whose importance has increased considerably, particularly on account of 
military bases in foreign territory, the construction of highways such as the Alaska 
Highway and the development of custom-free zones. (341-5) 


LEGAL PERSONALITY AND POLITICAL PLURALISM. Edited 
by Leicester C. Webb. Melbourne University Press for the Australian National 
University (Melbourne, Australia), 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 216 pages. Index. 

These essays, originally read at a seminar at the Australian National University, 
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attempt to assess trends in the doctrine of legal personality and prevailing ideas about 
groups and the State. The studies cover developments since the publication about 
1900 of Maitland’s essays on corporation theories. An analysis of the extent to which 
the courts will concede to voluntary institutions the right to manage their affairs 
without interference, the implications of the doctrine of separation of Church and 
State as it is being worked out in Australia, the application of the doctrine of legal 
personality to trade unions and the question of the extent to which the device of 
legal personality can be used to make governmental institutions more responsible 
and accountable are among the aspects of the question discussed. (347°104) 


ACCORDING TO THE EVIDENCE. An Essay on Legal Proof. Gerald 
Abrahams. Cassell, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 260 pages. Index. 
The author, a barrister of long standing, claims that under the Rule of Law ‘a person 
can only be legitimately jeopardised by the operation of a law which, in its detail, 
is full of protection for individual liberty and social well-being and which protects 
the individual even against the law itself’. He assesses how far this definition works 
out in practice in different aspects of English law, particularly in the matter of 
evidence or proof in criminal procedure. He shows, for instance, that for a fact to be 
true is not synonymous with its being provable. The working of the law of evidence 
is thus illustrated against the background of a large number of cases. (347-94) 


CASES ON THE LAW OF TORTS. Cecil A. Wright. 2nd edition.

A new edition of a volume of important cases on torts drawn mainly from English, 
Canadian, Australian and American common law jurisdictions. The arrangement 
and method of presentation remains as in the first edition (1953), but the author has 
made many additions in bringing the volume up to date, including extensive and 
authoritative notes. Dr. Wright is Dean of the Faculty of Law of the University of 
Toronto.

The present volume begins with a preliminary survey which includes a brief 
history of public administration from ancient times, and goes on to a short but 
intensive study of bureaucracy and other forms of control, leadership and organisation, 
and administrative methods (including personnel management and public relations); 
it ends with comments on the place of the official and the citizen in an efficient 
administration.

The first volume of this monumental work published last year covered the four 

hundred and fifty years from 1200. The second volume deals with little more than 

fifty years, yet in that time the medical service of the navy developed into a corporate 

organisation capable of mecting the needs of life at sea. The book is divided into two 
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sections: the first deals with naval medicine under the Commonwealth and 
Protectorate, the second under the later Stuarts, and each concludes with a biblio- 
graphy of both manuscript and printed sources. The recent death of the author of this 
excellent work seems unfortunately to preclude the publication of the final volume.

Continuing the story begun in his The Dawn of Scottish Social Welfare (1948), the 
author traces the growing public enlightenment in social matters since the mid- 
nineteenth century and the gradual amelioration of the condition of the poorer 
classes. In particular he describes in full detail the improvements in housing and 
sanitation, food, poor relief, the treatment of infectious diseases, the care of the sick, 
and the welfare of mothers and young people. The book is based on extensive 
reading of government reports and other contemporary publications, and will 
interest the economic historian equally with the social worker.

A comprehensive account of the legal aspects of problems likely to be encountered 

by teachers in Britain in their work. The first part deals with teachers and their 

employers, and includes chapters on the organisation of education, the conduct of 

schools, the status of teachers, and conditions of service. The second part embraces 

a wide range of topics, such as routine administration, school attendance, religious 

education, accidents and negligence, punishment and extraneous duties. The author 

is headmaster of Sir John Cass’s Foundation School in the City of London.

The Senior Lecturer in Education at the City of Birmingham Training College, who 
formerly held a similar appointment at the Nigerian College of Technology, writes 
inevitably of European background and tradition, but with the aim of interpreting 
them to the West African student who can then pick out what is valuable for his 
own culture. He describes concisely and clearly the principles which underlie the 
teacher’s training, and offers advice on the many problems he will meet with, both 
as student and practising teacher. His final chapter on the peculiar responsibility of 
the teacher in a rapidly developing society may well extend the usefulness of his book 
outside West Africa. (371) 
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THE CURRICULUM OF THE JUNIOR SCHOOL. Report of a 
Consultative Committee appointed by the Executive of the National Union of 
Teachers.

Chapters on science in rural schools, 
on the supply and training of science teachers, and on the science teacher and the 
law should also be noted.

Chapters on language in the 
learning of chemistry and on the relating of the course to environment may be 
especially noted.

She gives details of lino-cutting, block- 
printing on paper and fabrics, appliqué work, and the use of bold pattern and bright 
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colour in imaginative painting. The text ends with a discerning chapter on the 
teacher's role and is followed by a section of plates which display the diversity and 
vigour of child art when suitably directed.

This valuable and much briefer statement of his belief in 
spontaneous, unscripted drama reasserts the salient points made before and includes 
a short chapter for parents. The photographs, illustrative of junior and senior school 
work and the beginnings of adult theatre, are a new feature and display the wide 
field covered.

The source of this study by a Fellow and former Bursar of Clare College, Cambridge, 
is in the account books kept by Dr. Samuel Blythe as Fellow and Master of Clare 
Hall, which preceded the present college, during the second half of the 17th century. 
These accounts throw light on the rebuilding of the Hall then in progress, on the 
tenancy and furnishing of rooms, on servants and on the daily life of Master, Fellows 
and undergraduates. The book will interest those who wish to follow in detail the 
development of the collegiate system in the universities of Oxford and Cambridge.

Countries. The information is exceedingly detailed, showing, under the name of 
each country, the imports and exports, with quantities and value, of articles described 
in specific terms, such as ‘sewing machines’, ‘bananas’ or ‘linoleum’. It would be 
difficult to overestimate the importance and reliability of the publication.

The editor, who holds the 
appointment of Admiralty Registrar in the Royal Courts of Justice, has made 
extensive alterations, both in a detailed rearrangement of the text and in incorporating 
much new material, since the last edition in 1936. The work is in four parts, covering: 
the salvage service; salvage reward; agreements relating to salvage; and remedies, 
jurisdiction and subjects of salvage.

These problems are connected with the formal, measurable, experimental aspects of 
language, but though much of traditional linguistics is thus excluded, the field 
remains wide enough, including in this first number the recognition of speech, its 
structure as a mental activity, and the distribution of phonemes. The connections of 
such topics with information theory, neurology, statistics, acoustics and psychiatry 
have led hitherto to their scattering in various periodicals, and it is to be hoped that 
their present collocation will have fruitful results. The general standard is high.

The author, who is Professor of Mathematics in the University of Khartoum, has 
written a fascinating account of various topics in modern mathematical thought in a 
form suitable for the general reader. The subjects treated include games with numbers, 
choice and chance, the theory of infinity, elementary mathematical logic and the 


question of the nature of pure mathematics, ornamental symmetry and topology. ($10) 
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NOTES ON ANALOG-DIGITAL CONVERSION TECHNIQUES. 
Prepared by staff members of the Servomechanisms Laboratory, Department of 
Electrical Engineering, Massachusetts Institute of Technology. Edited by A. K. 
Susskind. Chapman & Hall, 80s. 1958. 23-5 cm. 426 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 
Bibliography. Typewriter script. 

The text is based on a one-week intensive course given at the Massachusetts Institute 

of Technology in 1957, the object of the course being to provide systems engineers 

with an up-to-date survey of conversion techniques required when digital information- 
processing machines are linked to physical systems in which the electrical signals or 
mechanical displacements are analogous to the physical parameters involved. A great 
deal of background material is included, covering both theoretical and practical 
aspects, and the book is suitable for practising engineers with the normal amount of 
mathematical equipment and little previous knowledge of conversion technique. The 
book suffers somewhat from the lack of an index. (510-81) 


EIGENFUNCTION EXPANSIONS associated with Second-order 
Differential Equations. Part 2. E. C. Titchmarsh. Oxford University Press, 70s. 
1958. 24 cm. 416 pages. Bibliography. 

In this book Professor Titchmarsh extends his theory of eigenfunction expansions 

associated with second order differential equations to partial differential equations. 

He begins with expansions in a rectangle and then considers the whole plane. A note- 

worthy feature is his vigorous treatment of perturbation theory, which supplements 

the work of Rellich and Takio Kato and is applicable to special problems. The book 
is the result of an attempt by a pure mathematician ‘to understand those parts of 

quantum mechanics which can be regarded as exercises in analysis’. (517-38)

A complete Advanced Level 
Physics text is thus made available, soundly written, up to date, and with sufficient 
exercises and worked examples. (530) 


AN INTRODUCTION TO STATISTICAL MECHANICS. J. S. R. 
Chisholm and A. H. de Borde. Pergamon Press, 35s. 1958. 21°5 cm. 170 pages. 
Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. (International Series of Monographs on Physics) 

A book that can be thoroughly recommended to advanced students of mathematics, 

physics, and chemical physics. The authors are well qualified to write such a book, 

one being Lecturer in Applied Mathematics at University College, Cardiff, the other 

Lecturer in Natural Philosophy in Glasgow University. The text is clear and easy to 

follow by a student familiar with the elements of thermodynamics and wave mechanics. 

The use of the theory is amply illustrated by application to several topics. (530-1) 


PRINCIPLES OF MODERN PHYSICS. A. P. French. Chapman & Hall, 
$48. 1958. 364 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

Full discussion of the development of and relations between the basic concepts of 

atoms and their structure. The author has been concerned with nuclear physics since 

1942 and is now Professor of Physics at the University of South Carolina. Discussion 
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is of principles, not of details, and follows the historical and logical development it 
the sequence: atomic theory, radiation, electrons, thermal radiation, quanta, relativity, 
wave mechanics and applications, the nucleus. Treatment is mathematical at advanced 
undergraduate level. (530°1) 


STATISTICAL PHYSICS. L. D. Landau and E. M. Lifshitz. Translated 
from the Russian by E. Peierls and R. F. Peierls. Pergamon Press, 80s. 1958. 
25°5 cm. 494 pages. Diagrams. Index. (Course of Theoretical Physics, Vol. 5) 

The two very distinguished Russian authors have made considerable improvements 

and additions in the present translation of their work, which is one of a series of 

volumes on theoretical physics. Certain parts of the subject matter, e.g. the theory of 
electric and magnetic properties of matter and of non-equilibrium phenomena, are 
treated in other volumes. Theory of liquids and of strong solutions is omitted. 

Following basic chapters on statistical physics, thermodynamic quantities, Gibbs distri- 

bution and Fermi and Bose distributions, applications to different systems are presented. 

The book forms a coherent and self-contained account, and the English text is par- 

ticularly clear and pleasant to read. (530-1) 


A B C OF RELATIVITY. Bertrand Russell. Revised edition edited by 
Felix Pirani. Allen & Unwin, 15s. 1958. 22 cm. 140 pages. Diagrams. 
Brought up to date and with a chapter on the expanding universe rewritten by Felix 
Pirani, this book depicts with great clarity of argument and language, and without 
mathematics, the necessity and consequences of the special and general theories of 
relativity, and the method of thought associated with such ideas. Final chapters discuss 
the interpenetration of physical and conventional laws, the nature of matter, the 
incompatibility between general relativity and quantum theory, and point out the 
slight consequences of the theory on philosophy. A classic of lucidity, valid as long as 
the theory it discusses remains valid. (530-1) 


REPORTS ON PROGRESS IN PHYSICS. Vol. 21. Edited by A. C. 
Stickland. Physical Society, 63s. 1958. 25 cm. 384 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams.

Chis volume contains nine articles by specialist authors. Each review attempts to give 

a self-contained account of its topic and not only the latest advances are discussed, but 

also some of the earlier literature. This is particularly important where the article bears 

on disciplines other than physics, e.g. the articles on: The physics of nerve processes; 

Fourier methods in structure analysis by electron diffraction; The production and 

measurement of high temperatures. Three articles deal with nuclear physics: Electro- 

magnetic excitation of nuclei by nuclear projectiles and electrons; The theory of 
collective excitations in nuclei; Mesonic atoms. The others are on: Average energy 
expenditure per ion pair in gases and gas mixtures; Absorption and fluorescence spectre 
of ions in crystals; The specific heat of metals at low temperatures. (530°5) 


MECHANICS APPLIED TO ENGINEERING. G. H. Ryder. Cleaver- 
Hume Press, 21s. 1958. 21°§ cm. 252 pages. Diagrams. Index. 

This book is intended to provide engineering students with a course on mechanics up 

to the standard to be attained in the first year of a degree course. The appropriate 

mathematical knowledge is assumed. Examples given are up to date, e.g. on jet pro- 

pulsion, and explanations are clear and brief. Numerical answers are given for the 

numerous problems provided for the student. (531) 
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PROGRESS IN SEMICONDUCTORS. Vol. 3. General Editor, Alan

Fundamental work on physics is here represented by two papers, one from Dr. M. 

Glicksman on magneto-resistance, the other from Dr. M. S. Sodha on scattering 

processes. Dr. J. M. Wilson supplies an important paper on the chemical purification 

of germanium and silicon. Other contributions cover electronic processes in cadmium 
sulphide, the measurement of carrier lifetimes in semi-conductors, silicon junction 
rectifiers and photoconductivity in silver halide crystals. There has been a very com- 
petent international selection of leading current research topics from the whole of this

DATING THE PAST. An Introduction to Geochronology. Frederick E.

A most valuable introduction to the science of dating periods of the past. It describes 
not only the techniques and methods used but deals also with the results obtained in 
different parts of the world, and with many of their important implications regarding 
human prehistory, biological evolution, geology, etc. Tables, drawings and photo- 
graphs are frecly used and distinguished by particularly informative titling. The full 
list of references has been brought up to date, minor alterations have been made in 
the text, and accounts of important advances are presented in the appendices. The 
work will be particularly valuable as a textbook for students. (550-1) 


WILDERNESS UNDER THE EARTH. Herbert W. Franke. Translated 
from the German by Mervyn Savill.

This volume records the personal experiences of one of the best known amateur 

speleologists in Europe while exploring many Alpine caves, some renowned for their 

dangerous character, such as TantalhGhle; or vastness such as the Hélloch in 

Switzerland, which has over thirty-four miles of galleries; great beauty such as the 

Ice Caves in Jugoslavia and the green limestone caves in the Harz Mountains. Informa- 

tive chapters are also included on the origin and development of caves and methods 

and equipment for exploration, the latter of particular value to intending speleologists.

This deals very fully with coastline types and coastal evolution. It also adequately 

summarises present knowledge of continental marginal platforms and slopes and of 

the deep sea floors; in this second exercise it is most interesting and probably most 
useful. The author, Professor of Oceanography at the Sorbonne, has a very high 
international reputation for thorough scholarship and originality of research approach. 

This English translation is an extensive revision of the 1954 edition. (551-46)

The last decade has scen a spectacular advance in our knowledge of the ionosphere 
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but few authoritative works on the subject are available. A new book by an author of 
considerable experience in ionospheric research is thus to be welcomed. Geophysicists 
and others who seek a reasonably comprehensive account of the methods and results 
of ionosphere research should find this book of considerable use. Unfortunately, 
it is marred by frequent errors in spelling and type-setting which more careful proof- 
reading could have eradicated.

The record of a symposium convened by the Advisory Group for Aeronautical 

Research and Development of NATO. It has been edited by the Research Director 

of the British Meteorological Office. The symposium served to review recently 

gathered knowledge and exchange views as to the interpretation of results. Only in 
comparatively recent times has it been possible to study the atmosphere in depth over 
the polar regions with any thoroughness and the meeting was therefore timely. The 
book is divided into four sections: geography and climate, atmospheric circulation, 
weather forecasting and ice studies.

After an introductory chapter which is 

rather weak, he passes on to a chronological survey of his material, setting each class 

of monument against its general archaeological background. His book will be useful 
to the amateur field worker and will also serve as a guide to any visitor wishing to see 
some of the richest archaeological areas in all Europe. There are distribution maps and

THE CAVE OF ROUFFIGNAC. Louis-René Nougier and Romain

A high-spirited account by two amateurs of the involved history and controversy 
which surrounds the Rouffignac cave in the Dordogne (S.E. France). Unlike some 
famous caves, Rouffignac has been known since the mid-16th century. The authen- 
ticity of the animal paintings on its walls has therefore been questioned, generating a 
good deal of Gallic heat. Profusely illustrated and colloquially written, this book tells 
of the prehistoric era at Rouffignac, its recorded history in print since 1575, and the 
more recent explorations and controversies. A concluding section reprints a number 
of documents and declarations by the Abbé Breuil and other experts attesting the 
authenticity of the paintings. (571-7)

THE BIOLOGICAL REPLICATION OF MACROMOLECULES. 
Edited by F. K. Sanders. Cambridge University Press for the Society for Experimental § 
Biology, 50s. 1958. 25 cm. 262 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. References. (Symposia 
of the Society for Experimental Biology, No. XI!) 
G. Pontecorvo contributed the opening paper on self-reproduction to this symposium 
held in September, 1957. It was followed by sixteen others, fully documented and 
published here in full, by workers from several nations and of international repute, 
who for the most part dealt with chemical aspects of self-replicating systems. Among 
the subjects selected for the meeting were studies of deoxyribonucleic acid with anion 
exchangers, interspecific reactions in bacterial transformation, fertility factors in 
Escherichia coli, replication of an animal virus, synthesis of protein and of poly- 
saccharides, possible mechanisms by which information is conveyed to the cell in 
enzyme induction, and tissue transplantation and cellular heredity. ($74°8) 


TISSUE CULTURE. The Growth and Differentiation of Normal Tissues 
in Artificial Media. E. N. Willmer. 3rd edition. Methuen, 12s.6d. 1958. 17 cm. 

(Methuen’s Monographs on 
Biological Subjects) 

That a new edition of this monograph has been called for after only four years is a 

tribute both to the importance of the subject matter and the value of the book. In this 

edition new work has been incorporated extensively into the body of the text without 
altering the general plan, arrangement or outlook of the book, which provides a good 
introduction to the subject together with an excellent bibliography. Unfortunately

The theory of evolution now forms the background to all branches of biology and 
this volume is therefore a good choice as the first of a new series. Since Darwin’s day, 
genetics has been accepted as the basis of heredity, while the study of animal and plant 
populations has introduced considerable complication and refinement into the idea of 
species. These and other factors in the modern theory of evolution are admirably 
covered by Mr. Smith, a lecturer in zoology in London University and a research 
worker in genetics. His book is written for the non-specialist, but requires careful 
thought from the reader, who, nevertheless, will find it most rewarding. (575) 


THE INTERFERENCE MICROSCOPE IN BIOLOGICAL 
RESEARCH. Arthur J. Hale. Livingstone, 20s. 1958. 22 cm. 126 pages. Illustra- 
tions (1 in colour), Diagrams.

The author of this short volume is Lecturer in Physiology in Glasgow University and 

by training essentially a medical man. He has used interference microscopy as a tool 

in cytochemical research, and describes here this relatively new method. Much of the 
presentation deals with optics, e.g. the basis of the interference microscope, the 
different types of microscope, the interpretation of interference patterns, the cyto- 
chemical application and the significance and validity of results. The subject matter is 
presented with the minimum recourse to mathematics or abstruse argument. Some- 
what more advanced treatment and the fairly simply mathematical technique required 
n the application of the technique are relegated to short appendices. (578)

There are now thirty-nine associations in the Government 
scheme together with seven research councils on the same pattern serving industries 
as diverse as baking, printing, hosiery and marine turbines. They receive D.S.LR. 
annual grants roughly proportional to the income they raise independently. No better 
picture of the manifold research activities of industry in co-operation with Govern- 
ment can be obtained than by reading this summary of work carried out.

LECTURES ON THE SCIENTIFIC BASIS OF MEDICINE, 
Vol. VI: 1956-1957. University of London: Athlone Press, 45s. 1958. 22 cm. 404 pages.

This collection, like previous ones, is based upon lectures delivered to postgraduate 

medical students intending to specialize in a branch of clinical medicine or to follow 

a career in research. The subjects chosen, many of which continue themes of previous 

years, represent new methods, and discuss the course and the implications of recent 

research. Marking Sherrington’s centenary, there is a group of papers on neuro- 
chemistry; following previous volumes, four papers deal with enzymes, metabolic 
and nutritional problems, and much attention is given to new techniques based upon 
biological or physical methods, such as the homotransplantation of organs, and arterial 
substitutes, lung function tests and heart-lung machines. The diverse topics include 
the biological significance of atomic energy, new investigations in social psychiatry, 
a different approach to staphylococcal resistance to antibiotics, and the treatment of 
the paralysis of poliomyelitis.

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THE PRINCIPLES AND PRACTICE OF MEDICINE. A Textbook 
for Students and Doctors. Sir Stanley Davidson and the staff of the Department of 
Medicine, University of Edinburgh, and associated clinical units. 4th edition.

First published only six years ago, this textbook has proved extremely popular 

throughout the British Commonwealth and also in the United States, with the result 

that revisions have appeared at short intervals. The current edition throughout 
includes new work and there are enlarged sections on clectrocardiography and 
psychological medicine. Still adhering to the policy of dealing with the commoner 
diseases, except when important lessons may be drawn from rarer ones, and still 
introducing each system with prefatory notes on anatomy and physiology, Sir Stanley 
Davidson and the contributors present their material in a particularly concise and 
clear style, and give most valuable and full advice as to treatment. (616) 


THE PHYSICAL TREATMENT OF VARICOSE ULCERS. 
A Practical Manual for the Physiotherapist and Nurse. R. Rowden Foote. With a 
section on Electrical Adjuncts to Treatment by T. Warcham. Livingstone, 15s. 
1958. 19 cm. 138 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

In this excellently illustrated manual, the Surgeon-in-Charge, Varicose Vein Clinic, 

Harrow Hospital, first gives a clear exposition of the anatomy and physiology of the 

venous system of the leg upon which treatment is based. Mr. Foote also provides a 

clear account of general principles of treatment, dealing throughout with both 

varicose and veinous types of ulcer, and gives full instructions for compression 
bandaging. He then discusses the technique of massage, physical exercises and other 

therapeutic devices, and aftercare. (616-1) 


DISEASES OF THE LIVER AND BILIARY SYSTEM. Sheila Sherlock. 
2nd edition. Blackwell (Oxford), 57s.6d. 1958. 22-5 cm. 736 pages. Illustrations. 
Diagrams. R eferences. Index. 

In this excellent standard British work, intended for clinicians, both physicians and 

surgeons, for pathologists and senior students, diseases are considered according to the 

changes, morphological and functional, which they elicit. Dr. Sherlock, drawing 

attention in her preface to important new material and conceptions, mentions a 

general chapter on jaundice, an enlarged chapter on liver disease in children and infants, 

and one on hepatic coma now rewritten. The classification of hepatic cirrhosis 
approved at the Fifth Pan-American Congress of Gastroenterology is adopted, there 
is an estimation of intravenous cholangiography, and some other subjects mentioned 
for the first time are clectron microscopy of the liver cell, indications for splenic 
venography, complications of virus hepatitis and penicillamine in Wilson’s disease.

THE KIDNEY. An Outline of Normal and Abnormal Structure and 
Function. H. E. de Wardener. Churchill, 45s. 1958. 24 cm. 346 pages. Illustrations. 
Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

This textbook by the Senior Lecturer in Medicine, St. Thomas’s Hospital, London, 

gives a reliable account, primarily for clinical students, but the references giving titles 

of articles should commend it also to specialists in the subject. Dr. de Wardener begins 
with chapters on basic anatomy and physiology, and gives instructions for and assesses 
the value of tests used to examine structure and function. Then he describes the 
functional disturbances of the kidney, before discussing, in relation to such syndromes, 
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specific diseases and renal manifestations of systemic disease. Dr. de Wardener 
excludes mainly surgical conditions such as renal tuberculosis and calculi, but he deals 
with renal function during and after anaesthesia and surgery. (616-6) 


PSYCHIATRY IN THE MODERN WORLD. E. B. Strauss. Michael 
Joseph, 8s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 72 pages. Index. 
Here are collected a series of articles published anonymously in the Sunday Times by 
the Physician for Psychological Medicine to St. Bartholomew’s Hospital, London. 
His aim is to inculcate in intelligent laymen a proper attitude to psychiatry and to 
place psychiatry in a correct perspective within modern medicine. He therefore writes 
as technically as is compatible with a general understanding, limiting the un- 
sensational case histories to those needed to illustrate definitions. Dr. Strauss reviews 
the scope of psychiatry and the problems of diagnosis, and in chapters headed, “Body- 
mind-mind-body’, and ‘Mood and Madness’ defines the main categories of distur- 
bances, and finally under ‘Physique and Temperament’ elucidates Kretschmer’s 
system of type-psychology and type-psychiatry. (616-89) 


AN INTRODUCTION TO SURGERY. Edited by David H. Patey. 
Lloyd-Luke, 17s.6d. cloth; 9s.6d. paper covers. 1958. 19 cm. 240 pages. Illustrations.

Sixteen members of the Surgical Staff of the Middlesex Hospital, London, have 

contributed to this handbook prepared under the aegis of the Medical Schools Surgical 

Education Committee for students taking the introductory course in surgery, which 

gives a general view of the subject, its aims, basic theory and principles of treatment. 

The volume is divided into three parts dealing with general principles, methods of 

examination and practical procedures, and provides a glossary and tables of normal 

haematological and biochemical values. This useful foundation for the preclinical 

student is conveniently available in two editions, identical in content. (617) 


FRACTURES AND DISLOCATIONS. George Perkins. University of 
London: Athlone Press, $7s.6d. 1958. 24 cm. 372 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
General practitioners, general surgeons and hospital registrars will find this a compre- 
hensive and most reliable reference book. Its author, who is consulting Orthopaedic 
Surgeon at St. Thomas’s Hospital, London, devotes about one-sixth of the text to 
principles of repair, of diagnosis and treatment of bone, soft parts, joints and complica- 
tions, before considering specific injuries. Mr. Perkins adopts a helpful three star 
classification of fractures to indicate which the practitioner himself may safely treat, 
those he could treat in a hospital operating theatre, and those he should refer to the 
orthopaedic surgeon. Each chapter lists at its head the types of fractures to be discussed, 
and the text elucidates diagnosis, methods of reduction, splintage, protection, prog- 
nosis, and treatment of complications. Photographs, for the most part in series, 
effectively illustrate the methods which Mr. Perkins so ably describes. (617-3) 


MODERN TRENDS IN ANAESTHESIA. Edited by Frankis T. Evans 
and T. Cecil Gray. Butterworth, 67s.6d. 1958. 25 cm. 342 pages. Illustrations.

Twenty-two specialists, three from the United States, describe recent methods in 

anaesthesia, discuss the value of progress in fundamental research upon which such 

clinical advances must be based, and adumbrate future developments. The volume, 
beautifully produced and documented, ranges over subjects of which an authoritative

review is timely, such as the relaxants, conceptions of consciousness, pulmonary 
ventilation and its control, hypothermia, cardio-respiratory pumps, induced hypo- 
tension, fatalities and hypnosis. There are also contributions upon anaesthetic research 
ir. Scandinavia and the United States. To the clinician, an article of special interest is 
one dealing with anaesthesia and disease, and to the research worker, one in which 
Ronald Woolman discusses trends in the mode of investigation.

This useful reference book for midwives, in which the treatment of obstetric 
emergencies in the home is carefully considered, is at the same time a beautifully 
illustrated textbook for pupil midwives. The author is an examiner to the Central 
Midwives Board, Scotland, and her experience in teaching midwifery is apparent in 
the method of presentation of the material, which includes full instructions for 
obstetrical procedures as well as basic principles and nursing care. There has been much’ 
revision of the text for the present edition, new drugs are introduced in the treatment 
sections, and some subjects are discussed for the first time. Central Midwives Board 
examination questions complete the chapters and the text concludes with advice on 
mothercraft teaching. (618) 


A SYMPOSIUM ON NON-TOXAEMIC HYPERTENSION IN 
PREGNANCY. Edited by Norman F. Morris and J. C. McClure Browne. 
Churchill, 35s. 1958. 22 cm. 256 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. References. Indexes. 

The symposium held at Hammersmith Hospital, London, in 1957 and attended by 

forty-five British and oversea specialists, was divided into five parts. Topics discussed 

were the maintenance of normal blood pressure and changes during the carly stages 
of hypertension, the course of pregnancy complicated by essential hypertension, and 
pregnancy complicated by hypertension due to renal lesions, phaeochromocytoma 
and coarctation of the aorta. In Part 4, on management, a controlled trial with 
reserpine by R. Landesman is described, and M. D. Milne gives a detailed account of 
the action of anti-hypertensive drugs. Finally, in Part 5, authorities examine the 
remote prognosis. (618)

ELECTRICAL MAINTENANCE AND REPAIRS. Jj. L. Watts. 
Cleaver-Hume Press, 21s. 1958. 19 cm. 324 pages. Diagrams. Index. (Cleaver-Hume

This book should be very useful to maintenance personnel responsible for the smooth 

running of electrical equipment. Faults most commonly occurring are discussed in 

detail and tests for locating as well as. preventing them are described. Suggestions are 

also made regarding the procedure for removing these faults. The information given 

is conveniently summarised in a number of tables. (621-3)

UNDERGROUND LIGHTING IN MINES, SHAFTS AND 
TUNNELS. Albert Roberts. Technical Press, 63s. 1958. 25-5 cm. 304 pages. 
Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. 

This opens with a general section which describes modern advances in all types of 

lighting, defines the terms and units now employed and gives some account of the 

science of photometry. It then proceeds to the problems which arise in lighting all 
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types of mines, shafts and surface tunnels and finally describes fully all varieties of 
lighting appliances. The author, Director of the Postgraduate School of Mining, 
University of Sheffield, has produced a clearly written, very comprehensive, ex- 
cellently illustrated and documented book, probably about the best likely to appear 
on its subject for some time. (622-4)

TEACH YOURSELF NAVIGATION. A. C. Gardner. English Universities 
Press, 6s. 1958. 18 cm. 192 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

This little book by a professional navigator is intended to provide a simple introduction 
to navigation for the general reader. It assumes that the reader will possess neither 
instruments nor navigation tables initially, and it is indeed successful in providing an 
excellent, easily followed introduction to the principles and practice of this apparently 
complex subject. Particular emphasis is placed on navigation at sea. (623-89) 


Aeronautics 
GLIDING. A Handbook on Soaring Flight. Derek Piggott. Black, 25s. 1958. 
24 cm. 270 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 

A book on gliding can only supplement practical instruction, but there are few 
questions, if any, that this carefully planned work will not answer. Divided into 
three sections, it gives in the first all the main things a pupil must know up to and 
including early solo flights, and these include launching, glider controls, turning, 
stalling, spinning, landing and circuit procedure. The second goes more deeply into 
the theory of these fundamentals and leads on to local soaring and cruising. The final 
section explains the formation and location of thermals, the technique of advanced 
soaring, instrument flying and elementary navigation, and concludes with increased 
speed and distance flights. (629-1333) 


Agriculture 
TEA. T. Eden. Longmans, 35s. 1958. 22 cm. 218 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). 
Diagrams. References. Index. (Tropical Agriculture Series) 

The author has been intimately connected with producing this crop both in Asia and 
Africa where he was Director of Tea Research Institutes. Three years ago he retired 
and has acted as a consultant to the industry. This book is a new approach and is based 
on a lifetime’s experience. It is not an instruction manual but a descriptive account of 
tea—its cultivation and manufacture irrespective of any particular region. There are 
useful chapters on pests, diseases and the chemistry of tea; there is also a short section 
on marketing and the tea trade. The work is well documented with important 
references—culled from a wide range of sources—concluding each chapter. (633-7) 


Food: Cookery 
COUNTRY HOUSE COOKING. Theodora FitzGibbon. Deutsch, 15s. 
1958. 19 cm. 256 pages. Index. 

The author, well known for her previous cookery books, aims to refute the deplorable 
reputation of English cooking, which she agrees is justified by the food served in some 
hotels and restaurants, but not in the country houses of England. There, they still 
retain a long tradition of good food and from them Mrs. FitzGibbon has collected 
these recipes, all personally tried. They are delicious and varied, having been collected 


by widely travelled men and women: many are ancient but all can be used today. 
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The sources of all are given, among them Mary Pease, born in 1736, who gives a 
recipe for Florendine of Veal Kidney and describes it as ‘super-excellent good’. So are 
most of the other dishes in this valuable book. (641-5) 


TURKISH COOKING. Irfan Orga. Deutsch, 10s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 160 pages. 
Index. 
The Turkish author understands western tastes and has written another good book 
on the cooking of his country, which is well known for its excellence. Those interested 
in international dishes will find many here to add to their collections. The delicious 
Shish Kebab, small pieces of skewered meat grilled and served with rice, is given with 
variations. The vegetable recipes are also good, particularly those for aubergines and 
stuffed vine leaves. The chapter on desserts contains succulent recipes; and the instruc- 
tions for making Turkish coffee will cause many to be grateful. (641-59) 


OLD WARSAW COOK BOOK. Rysia. Neville Spearman, 21s. 1958. 
22 cm. 316 pages. Illustrations by Irena Lorentowicz. Indexes. 
In the old days Polish hospitality was lavish and so are many of these recipes, though 
most of the quantities can be adapted to present-day standards. Many of them will be 
a welcome addition to any cook’s repertoire. Of particular interest will be “‘Picrozki’, 
delicious little appetisers, some good cold soups, many varieties of dumpling, and 
excellent mushroom and potato dishes. There is a section on International Gourmet 
Dishes. The book is delightfully illustrated. (641-59) 


Printing 
PRODUCTIVITY IN A PRINTING FIRM. F. A. Wells. Duckworth, 
21s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 148 pages. Index. 

This is an analytical study, by the head of the Department of Industrial Economics 
in the University of Nottingham, of the experiences of a well-established British 
printing firm which planned to raise its productivity. Mr. Wells and his research 
assistants had access to the firm’s records of many years and discussed matters of detail 
with the management and individual employees; it was thus found possible to esti- 
mate how far the increased productivity could be attributed to increased mechanisa- 
tion, wage incentives, better supervision or other factors. The firm is sufficiently 
representative of medium-sized enterprise for these conclusions to be of wide 
application. (655)

This book, the fullest of its kind to be published in Britain, is designed to bring 
together all the necessary technical information involved in advertising production 
techniques for commercial television. In giving an account of the technique of film 
production for this particular purpose, it pays special attention to camera-work, sound 
recording and film processing. Similarly, television production and telerecording are 
described. There are also concluding chapters on colour television, audience research 
and the law relating to commercial television in Britain. This admirable work is 
fully illustrated and includes a useful glossary of 1200 technical terms used in adver- 
tising and television production.

GIVEN TO SALT. The Struggle for the Dead Sea Concession. M. A. 
Novomeysky. Translation of portions from the Russian and arrangement of 
material by Alec Brown. Max Parrish, 25s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 286 pages. Illustrations. 
Maps. Index. 

A documented account of the author’s efforts to obtain a concession to extract 

potassium chloride and other chemicals by solar evaporation from hitherto un- 

exploited waters of the Dead Sea. Novomeysky’s interest began in 1906, in 1911 he 
started experiments in Russia and in 1921 he settled in Palestine and applied for a lease 

to instal plant on the Dead Sea shore. This was not granted until January Ist, 1930. 

Up to the outbreak of the Arab-Jewish War in 1948 the Palestine Potash Company 

had produced over one million tons of potassium chloride and eight thousand tons 

of bromine. During the war the Company supplied over one half of the U.K.’s needs 
for these chemicals. A most interesting record of a struggle which resulted in an 

industry of great benefit to the country. (661-2)

research services. The aim of the symposium is severely practical and the members 
were selected from specialists of repute in the relevant industrial and academic 
spheres. The majority of the papers are in English with summaries in French and 

German, each has a list of references and a report of the discussion and is provided

This is arranged in sections dealing with the heating of phenolic alcohols and the 
special reactions of phenols, phenolic acids and related compounds, ammoniacal and 
related phenol-formaldehyde condensations, rational syntheses, reactions rates and 
kinetic studies, the fine structure of resins and their fractionation and the use of 
chromotographical methods. It is not a book duplicating any predecessor, but, on the 
contrary, a first survey of phenolic investigation since 1939 by a very well-known 
chemist who is in good touch with the workers in his field all over the world and who 
here gives us the essence of all their most recent research, much of it still rather 
inaccessible. (668-422) 


CELLULOID AND CELLULOSE NITRATE COMPOSITIONS. 
Ministry of Supply. H.M. Stationery Office, 4s. 1958. 32 cm. 24 pages. Illustrations. 
Map. Diagrams. (Reports on Plastics in the Tropics, No. 7) 

A detailed report on three different formulations of plasticised cellulose nitrate sheet 

exposed to base depot, jungle and desert conditions in Nigeria for six months, showing 

considerable deterioration at all sites. Pigmenting with zinc oxide gave some improve- 
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ment. The tests were carried out for the Ministry of Supply and the British Plastics

EFFECT OF SURFACE ON THE BEHAVIOUR OF METALS. 
Lectures delivered at the Institution of Metallurgists Refresher Course, 1957. 
Iliffe, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 108 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. 

These lectures deal with the important part which surface condition plays in influencing 

the behaviour of metals. Authoritative treatment is given to the methods of prepara- 

tion and examination of surfaces, the influence of surface treatments on the chemical 
behaviour, the relationship between surface condition, friction and wear, and the 
influence of surface on the physical properties. The gathering together of such 
information—usually widely scattered—about a subject that is still far from being 
completely understood is to be welcomed. (669-016)

INORGANIC FIBRES. C. Z. Carroll-Porczynski. National Trade Press, 
57s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 364 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

Since the war inorganic fibres have come to be used in almost every field of industry, 
and this type of critical, comprehensive summary of their industrial application meets 
a definite need. It covers adequately textiles and glass fibres, especially as used in the 
electrical and reinforced plastic industry, glass slag and rock wools, refractory fibres, 
asbestos, inorganic fibre papers, wire weaving and knotting, metallic wools and 
metallic yarns and fabrics. It seems planned to satisfy a wide range of readers, most 
chapters containing both introductory and advanced sections. Where a chapter is 
general in content, bibliographies of very recent research papers and summaries of 
post-war research patents render it of value to the advanced worker also. (677-5)

WOODWORK. G. W. Brazier and N. A. Harris. Christophers, 15s. 1958. 20 cm. 
300 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 

Although this book is suitable mainly for the student or apprentice cabinet-maker, it 
nevertheless contains much information valuable to the qualified craftsman. The first 
part deals with wood technology in an easily understandable way, and the remainder 
with design and construction, tools, and the History of Period Furniture, forming in 
all a comprehensive treatise. The book is well illustrated, a valuable asset particularly 
in the section dealing with the practical use and care of tools. Obviously based on a 
first-class experience of the craft, this book should prove a useful addition to any 
library dealing with craft subjects. (684)

As a history, this should become a standard textbook for all students of structural fire 

protection. It also provides a background to contemporary legislation, and some 

interesting examples of current British and American practice are described. The book 

is well illustrated and easy to read.

Humphreys. Faber, 70s. 1958. 25 cm. 332 pages. Illustrations. Plans. Diagrams. Index. 
After an adequate introduction to the necessary physics this book deals in turn with 
the design of rooms for speech, music and broadcasting, with high quality speech- 
reinforcement system, with sound measurement and calculation and with sound 
insulation and noise control in both theory and practice. There are several interesting 
appendices, including an especially useful one on sound observation coefficients. This 
is a really practical, valuable book, the product of a successful research partnership 
between a well-known acoustical physicist and an experienced architect. (693-83)

A CONCISE HISTORY OF ART. Germain Bazin. Translated from 
the French by Francis Scarfe with additions and revisions. Thames & Hudson, 35s. 
1958. 21-5 cm. $48 pages. 717 illustrations (16 in colour). Index. 

Despite its small format, this is a massive history of art of all periods and countries 

“designed to give the uninitiated reader as many precise ideas and established facts as 

possible’. There are twelve chapters dealing with particular periods or cultures, each 

chapter being introduced by a general essay giving a short critical, aesthetic, and 
historical survey. The text which follows is divided into sub-sections according to 
specific media (painting, architecture, etc.) or territorial regions. A prodigious quan- 
tity of facts, seminal in ideas, is incorporated into a tautly written text embellished 
on every page with illustrations which cumulatively build up the visual character of 
a particular style or culture. Compiled by the Director of the Louvre Museum, Paris, 
this important text and reference book will be indispensable in libraries. (709) 


PAGAN MYSTERIES OF THE RENAISSANCE. Edgar Wind. 

Faber, 50s. 1958. 25-5 cm. 230 pages of text. 50 pages of plates. Sources. Indexes. 
The Professor of the History of Art, Oxford University, examines the interpretations 
of the pagan mysteries of classical antiquity by humanist scholars of the Italian 
Renaissance and their influence upon the great painters of the period. The opening 
chapters discuss the language of mysteries and the gradual christianising of pagan 
concepts into what the editor calls, in a revealing phrase, ‘poetical theology’. Then 
follows a detailed discussion of individual mysteries and the demonstration, by highly 
disciplined analysis, of how an understanding of these mysteries helps to explain the 
subject-matter and composition of specific paintings, e.g. Botticelli’s ‘Primavera’, and 
other works of art. The esoteric nature of the subject-matter of this lucidly written 
and absorbing work need not daunt anybody wishing to acquire a clearer under- 
standing of the meaning of Renaissance paintings. The book, impeccably produced, 
concludes with an exciting selection of plates. (709-45) 


AN INTRODUCTION TO THE ARTS OF JAPAN. Peter C. Swann. 
Bruno Cassirer: distributors Faber, 45s. 1958. 25 cm. 232 pages. Illustrations (1 in 
colour). Bibliography. Index. 

A valuable introductory study of Japanese art designed for the educated layman. 

Besides covering the whole range of media and historical sequence of styles—painting, 

sculpture, metalwork, ceramics, textiles, lacquer, and ivory—with the exception of 

architecture, it has the further merit of showing in what ways Japanese art is distinct 
from that of China, a near and powerful neighbour which exercised a constant 
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influence. The result is a stimulating reassessment of Japanese art with numerous fine 
photographs liberally dispersed through the text. It will help all lovers of Japanese 
art to extend their knowledge and appreciation. The author is Curator of the Museum 
of Eastern Art, Oxford. (709°52) 


Sculpture 
THE EARLY SCULPTURE OF ELY CATHEDRAL. George 
Zarnecki. Tiranti, 18s. 1958. 25 cm. $6 pages of text. 32 pages of illustrations. 
For this study a new set of photographs has been taken of the three doorways 
decorated with romanesque ornament, erected ¢.1135, which are outstanding examples 
of the art of their period. To elucidate the many problems involved in establishing 
the origin and context of this sculpture, parallels are sought with Arabic, Italian, 
French and Scandinavian contemporary art and with illuminated manuscripts. 
Dr. Zarnecki’s approach is far from parochial; his text admirably fulfils its purpose of 
commenting on the plates, enabling the student both to admire the Ely sculptures as 
examples of British medieval art and also to see them in a wider European context. 
The photographs are of the highest quality. (734:2)

THE PERSPECTIVIST. R. Myerscough-Walker. Pitman, 60s. 1958. 25 cm. 
725 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). Diagrams. Bibliography. Indexes. 

This is a fascinating volume for both expert and learner, which sets out the principles 
of perspective drawing in a practical, readable form and includes much information 
about various methods of achieving the faultless results which can be the only aim 
of a specialised draughtsman. The author, himself an accomplished draughtsman, 
covers a wide field of application of the perspectivist’s work, and includes advice on 
training, equipment, and instruments, as well as methods. The book is profusely 
illustrated with a broad range of examples and many humorous and instructive 
marginal sketches. (742) 


Painting 
HOW TO PAINT IN WATER-COLOURS. Paul Wyeth. Elek Books, 
18s. 1958. 25 cm. 96 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). 

A companion volume to the author’s How To Paint in Oils. The amateur is taken by 
easy stages through the technique of water-colour painting, beginning with choice 
of materials and proceeding to the selection of subjects and the special problems of 
landscape, flowers, still-life, figures, portraits, and architecture. The author’s advice 
to the beginner is “Enjoy yourself!’, which should not be difficult for those who 
attentively follow his text and illustrations. Mr. Wyeth is an Instructor at St. Martin’s 
School of Art, London. (751) 


LANDSCAPE AND MARINE PAINTING. Claude Muncaster. Pitman, 
458. 1958. 25-5 cm. 128 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). 

In this manual a well-known landscape painter provides a sensible and straightforward 

account of painting in both oils and water-colours. Amateurs will find the author’s 

own pictures, which are discussed and illustrated in their various stages, especially 

helpful. Besides land- and seascapes Mr. Muncaster also discusses trees, and in a final 

chapter summarises the approach of the old masters towards his chosen subjects. (758) 
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GERMAN PAINTING FROM THE 14th TO THE 16TH 
CENTURIES. Pierre Descargues. Translated from the French by Stuart Hood. 
Thames & Hudson, 18s. 1958. 23-5 cm. 96 pages. 53 illustrations in colour. Biblio- 
graphy. (The Students Gallery) 

A book of colour plates reproducing the cream of German Renaissance painting. 

Master Francke, Stefan Lochner, Konrad Witz, Multscher, Schongauer, the two 

Holbeins, Griinewald, Diirer, Manuel Deutsch, Altdorfer, and Baldung Grien are all 

represented by one or more examples, as well as the numerous anonymous ‘Masters’. 

Colour reproduction is of fair quality. The introductory text is subordinate to the 

plates and not entirely satisfactory since it mentions too many pictures which are not 

reproduced. Though of little use to serious students, this anthology should give 
pleasure to amateur art-lovers. (759°3) 


OSKAR KOKOSCHKA: The Work of the Painter. Hans Maria Wingler. 
Translated from the German by Frank S. C. Budgen, J. P. Hodin and Ilse Schrier. 
Faber, 168s. 1958. 30 cm. 402 pages. About 600 illustrations (some in colour). 
Bibliography. Index. 

The most comprehensive book yet devoted to the paintings of this Austrian-born 

artist. A long essay on the character of Kokoschka’s work is followed by three articles 

by the artist. A section of plates reproduces over one hundred and fifty pictures. Next 
comes a catalogue raisonné listing all the authentic paintings, sculptures, stage and 
tapestry designs in chronological order. Some four hundred works are here described, 
each with a small-size reproduction. The monograph concludes with a Bibliography 
of seven hundred items and a synchronised Chronology showing events in Kokoschka’s 
life, works done, important exhibitions, and publications by or about the artist. 

Dr. Wingler has produced a major research work which will be invaluable for 

students of this outstanding 20th century artist, whose series of portraits and land- 

scapes, executed in a style related to expressionism, are notable for their rich colouring 
and creative élan. (759°3) 


Music 
TRADITION AND GIGLI, 1600-1955. A Panegyric. E. Herbert-Caesari- 
Hale, 12s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

The author’s experiences as student and teacher of singing go back to 1907 when he 
went to Rome, and studied first under Cotogni and later under Daviesi (1837-1921). 
From them he learned traditional methods of tone production, breath-control and 
other technical details, combined with methods of memorising, practice, and physical 
and mental concentration, which are now among the lost skills of singing. The purpose 
of this amiably discursive book is to codify what the author learned of the ‘natural- 
voice’ method, and to show how its principles evolved between 1600 and roughly 
1800. He sees Gigli as the last embodiment of this ‘method’. Though controversial, 
this is a book which teachers of singing ought to ponder deeply. (784-9) 


THE DECCA BOOK OF JAZZ. Edited by Peter Gammond. Muller, 
40s. 1958. 24 cm. 432 pages. Illustrations. Discography. Index. 

This claims to be the most detailed and comprehensive book on jazz music that has 

appeared anywhere in the world. Paul Oliver (on Blues and Negro Folk-Music), Rex 

Harris (on New Orleans Jazz), Brian Rust (on early White Jazz) and Steve Race 

(on the Swing Era) are a few of the twenty-five contributors. There is a lively fore- 

word by ‘Mezz’ Mezzrow, and the very full list of records illustrates the various 
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aspects and history of jazz. No jazz lover will agree with all the points of view 
expressed, but none can fail to be informed and stimulated. (785-42) 


Dancing 
ANTONIO AND SPANISH DANCING. Elsa Brunelleschi. Black, 18s. 
1958. 25°5 cm. 96 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

Elsa Brunelleschi, who established one of the best schools of Spanish dancing in 
London, here reprints her reviews of Antonio’s four London seasons, and links them 
with impressions of the great dancer’s intervening career and his childhood, spent in 
Seville and dancing in Europe and the Americas. It is a vivacious and enthusiastic 
account, from which may incidentally be gleaned some of the finer points of Spanish 
styles, but some knowledge of the subject—and its vocabulary—is needed if one is not 
to find much of it bewildering. (793-32) 


Sports and Games 


THE ART OF CRICKET. Sir Donald Bradman. Hodder & Stoughton, 
30s. 1958. 25-5 cm. 240 pages. Illustrations. 
Thoroughness was always the keynote of Sir Donald Bradman’s cricket and it would 
be hard to think of a book which deals more comprehensively with every department 
of the game, batting, bowling, fielding, captaincy, equipment and the psychological 
background. The photogr: aphs and diagrams are masterly; many of the plates have 
been specially taken, and the principles of footwork, strokeplay and delivery are often 
illustrated by action sequences. The author writes predominantly, of course, as a 
batsman, but his experience will be invaluable to all types of player, and not least 
attractive is his adventurous approach to the game. (796-3) 


RUGBY FOOTBALL. An Anthology. Compiled by Kenneth Pelmear in 
collaboration with J. E. Morpurgo. Introduction by O. L. Owen. Allen & Unwin, 
30s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 358 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. 

An attractive compilation by a rugger enthusiast, who has been imaginative in 
planning it, and made it a thoroughly satisfying bedside or ‘after dinner’ book. To 
date, the literature of rugby football has been nothing like so extensive as that of 
association football. This anthology should take its place among the few classics on 
the game. It includes stories, anecdotes, verse, passages from histories of the game, 
descriptions of famous games in Britain and overseas, and sketches of great players.

The 1957 

championship results are included, and general information is given about fixtures 

for 1958 and 1959, and sports meetings, with useful notes on how to organise and 
conduct one. Results are included of the International Matches, 1957, and the 

British Empire and Commonwealth Games, Vancouver, 1954. Associations and 

Clubs affiliated to the Amateur Athletic Association are listed. (796-4) 
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THE MODERN SEA ANGLER. Hugh Stoker. Hale, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 
222 pages. Illustrations by the author. Index. 
All that the novice salt-water angler need know, and much that will interest the 
experienced man, is included in this clear and well-illustrated work by a practical 
and theoretical expert. Starting with the choice of a rod and the rest of the tackle, 
it describes the different methods of fishing from the shore, pier and jetty, and from 
boats at anchor and under way. A generous part is given to the fish worth catching 
and how to catch them, and others deal with boats and boat maintenance. Each 
chapter has prominent paragraph headings for easy reference, and the final one is 
unusual, as it tells the angler’s wife how to cook the catch. (799-1) 


AUTOMATIC AND REPEATING SHOTGUNS. Richard Arnold. 
Nicholas Kaye, 16s. 1958. 21 cm. 174 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 
The repeating shotgun is essentially an American invention but is gradually finding 
favour among British sportsmen, although it is unlikely to replace the more con- 
ventional weapon. In this competent book, an historical outline is followed by a 
description of the various types of repeating arms, with a tabulated chapter on chokes, 
compensators and ballistics. The gun for the job is specified for game, trap 
and down-the-line shooting, and also the special weapon for skeet, the most popular 
form of target shooting in America. A survey of repeating shotguns in current use, 
with all the salient details and specifications, concludes a welcome addition to the 
remarkably small bibliography of the subject. (799°31) 


LITERATURE 
WRITERS AT WORK. The Paris Review Interviews. Introduction by 
Malcolm Cowley. Secker & Warburg, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 276 pages. 
A collection of interviews with contemporary writers of fiction discussing the 
principles of their art, reprinted from the avant-garde American journal, Paris Review. 
The range covered is admirably wide and includes many of the most distinguished 
names in Europe and America. Perhaps the most valuable critical distinction to 
emerge is the difference in approach between the short-story writer and the novelist. 
The replies are commendably frank but the quality of the interviewing is variable. 
For a serious discussion of the writer’s aims the interviews with Joyce Cary and 
Angus Wilson are outstanding; if William Faulkner’s throws little light on his fiction 
it is nevertheless one of the most entertaining. (809-3) 


American Literature 
THE UNICORN and Other Poems 1935-1955. Anne Morrow Lindbergh. 
Chatto & Windus, 10s.6d. 1958. 20-5 cm. 86 pages. 

Miss Lindbergh is an accomplished poct working within a small compass. These 

poems, drawn from her work of the last twenty years, are all—with the exception 

of the allegorical title-poem—short lyrics that spring from the contemplation of 

nature or from meditation in solitude. Her gifts are well suited to strict forms of 

metre and rhyme. She handles these with assurance and is particularly skilful at 

elaborating verbal variations on a theme. Her verse is distinguished by an exceptional 

grace and simplicity of line, but she also possesses a striking visual imagination.

GREAT POEMS. From Shakespeare to Manley Hopkins. Edited by John 
Hampden. 2nd edition, revised. University of London Press, 8s.6d. cloth; 7s. boards; 
6s. limp covers. 1958. 18-5 cm. 256 pages. Index. 

This anthology (first published by Pan Books) is designed to present a selection of 

the finest shorter pocms in the English language. Quality has been the criterion of 

choice and no poem has been included for the sake of representing a period or a 

school. Satire and epic have been omitted and, although The Ancient Mariner finds a 

place, most of the ciate consists of comparatively short lyrics, and all the poems 

chosen are complete. In such circumstances the editor’s choice must be controversial, 

but it is fair to claim that only masterpieces have been included. (821-08) 


WAR POETS 1914-1918. Edmund Blunden. Longmans for the British 
Council, 2s.6d. 1958. 21-5 cm. 44 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Paper covers. 
(Bibliographical Supplements to ‘British Book News’) 

Himself a distinguished poet of the First World War, and author of the prose classic 

of life in the trenches, Undertones of War, Edmund Blunden has a sensitive essay 

which begins with a brief survey of earlier English war poetry and then deals mainly 
with the work of three poets: Rupert Brooke, singer of the first, idealistic phase of 
the conflict, whose 1914 sonnets stirred the national imagination; Siegfried Sassoon, 
writing with savage disenchantment of the horrors of trench warfare; and Wilfred 
Owen, for whom—in his own words—‘the poetry [was] in the pity’ of war.

PEACOCK PIE. A Book of Rhymes. Walter de la Mare. Reprint. 
Faber, 5s. 1958. 18 cm. 122 pages. Illustrations by Edward Ardizzone. Paper 
covers. 

This collection (first published in 1913) needs no introduction to lovers of Walter 

de la Mare’s work. Containing such now celebrated pieces as “Old Shellover’, 

‘Silver’, ‘Some One’, and the delightful donkey poem ‘Nicholas Nye’, it has become 

firmly established as one of the well-loved classics of our time. (821-9) 


COLLECTED POEMS 1909-1935. T. S. Eliot. Reprint. Faber, 5s. 
1958. 18 cm. 192 pages. Paper covers. 

This volume includes most of the best known poetry of T. S. Eliot other than that 

which occurs in plays; though the choruses from The Rock are here. The Four 

Quartets are represented only by Burnt Norton; but the whole of The Waste Land, 

The Hollow Men, Ash-Wednesday and much of the lighter verse is given. (821-9) 


POEMS OF DAVID MARTIN, 1938-1958. Edwards & Shaw (Sydney, 
Australia), 18s.9d. 1958. 22 cm. 108 pages. 
David Martin, who has been resident in Australia since 1949 and whose original 
tongue was German, writes with a simplicity and directness enriched by the blending 
of his European background with the realities and needs of his environment. His 
inspiration is drawn from many varied aspects of human experience and of his 
eventful life, and many of his poems have the emotional quality of folk songs, which 
have been a great influence in his literary development. Martin describes his work 
as domestic poetry: ‘a poetry that can come into the house on work and on feast 
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days, when there is laughter or grief’, and this selection of lyrics illustrates how well 
the author has succeeded in creating such poetry. (821-9A) 


English Drama 


THE ASCENT OF F.6 and ON THE FRONTIER. W. H. Auden and 
Christopher Isherwood. Reprint. Faber, 5s. 1958. 18 cm. 192 pages. Paper covers. 
These two plays by Auden and Isherwood are not only important as literature: they 
are also perhaps the quintessential expression of a point of view which crystallised 
in the Thirties, in face of the rise of Fascism and Nazism on the continent of Europe. 
The more purely political is On the Frontier. In The Ascent of F the preoccupation with 
problems of personal courage and integrity, and the influence of Freud, come to 
the fore. (822-9) 


PLAY PARADE. The Collected Plays of Noel Coward. Vol. 5. Heinemann, 
258. 1958. 20°5 cm. 626 pages. 
In his introduction Noel Coward writes of the trials the dramatist encounters from 
the moment his play is finished, the disappointments over casting, rehearsals, staging, 
etc., until eventual production. He confirms his unshaken belief that the theatre is 
primarily intended for entertainment and finally he analyses the writing and 
production of each play: these are two very light comedies, both big successes in the 
theatre, Blithe Spirit and Relative Values; a romantic Victorian comedy, Quadrille; a 
drama about an imaginary occupation of England by the Germans, Peace in Our Time; 
and Pacific 1860, a romantic musical play set in the Samolan archipelago in 1860.

THE COCKTAIL PARTY. A comedy. T. S. Eliot. Reprint. Faber, 5s. 
1958. 18-5 cm. 190 pages. Paper covers. 
The action of this ‘comedy’, as the author calls it, takes place in a London flat and a 
psychiatrist’s consulting room. In spite of its sophisticated setting its subject is the 
search for wholeness or salvation; which, for one character, involves a gruesome 
martyrdom (off stage). The flexibility of the verse is such that at moments it is almost 
indistinguishable from colloquial prose. A success on the London stage, it marks a 
turning point in Eliot’s development as a dramatist. (822-9)

CLAYBOOK FOR JAMES JOYCE. Louis Gillet. Translated from the 
French with an Introduction by Georges Markow-Totevy, a preface by Leon Edel 
and an article by André Gide. Abelard-Schumann, 16s. 1958. 22 cm. 136 pages. 
Frontispiece. 

The author was a gifted critic, who specialised in interpreting modern European 

literature to the French public, and he was also a personal friend of Joyce. This 

volume assembles his five essays on Ulysses, Finnegan's Wake, Joyce’s art in general 
and his position among modern novelists. Gillet was conservative by taste and these 
essays represent an impressive voyage of exploration of Joyce’s literary genius and 
personality, the more so since orthodox critics such as Gosse deliberately discouraged 
his interest. Himself a remarkable linguist, Gillet particularly appreciated Joyce’s 
talent for dissolving the logical structures of speech through puns and associations. 
An interpretative rather than a critical study, excellently translated. (823-9)

CULTURE AND HISTORY. Prolegomena to the Comparative Study 
of Civilizations. Philip Bagby. Longmans, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 254 pages. Diagram. 
Bibliography. Index. 

Many have been the attempts to discover in history the working of laws comparable 
with those which emerge in the natural sciences. All of them—not excepting even 
the gigantic effort by Professor Toynbee—have met with severe criticisms from 
academic historians. This has not deterred Mr. Bagby from propounding yet another 
method for tackling the problem. His starting point is the field of anthropological 
studies. By adapting to the more complex societies the set of concepts and the 
technique developed for the study of primitive groups he believes it will be possible 
to establish a system for interpreting the facts of history. A provocative essay.

by D. B. Quinn; Mercantilism and Ireland, 1620-40, by H. F. Kearney; and on

HOLIDAY IN FRANCE. Collected and illustrated by Ludwig Bemelmans. 
Deutsch, 18s. 1958. 21°§ cm. 288 pages. 
The jacket displays an impressive list of contributors but as, with many compilations 
of this kind the contents are of somewhat uneven quality. The greater part of the 
book is devoted to Paris and some of the most interesting material is of the kind 
which does not directly concern holiday-makers, such as Paul Bowles’ description 
of the artist’s life and the editor’s of the Parisian underworld. Paul E. Deutschman 
contributes some extremely well-informed pages on where to stay and Robert 
Capa shows himself a lively guide to Deauville and Biarritz. (914-4) 


MOSCOW AND LENINGRAD. Martin Hiirlimann. Translated from 
the German by Daphne Woodward. Thames & Hudson, 25s. 1958. 25°5 cm. 
136 pages. 87 photographs (9 in colour). 9 line drawings. 

Of the cities of the Soviet Union most known to the West, Moscow and Leningrad 

symbolise not only the meeting of past and age but the fusion of East and West. 

To follow the course of history traced in the buildings of wood, stone, brick and 

massive concrete is to understand better the background of the stronghold of 

Communism today which has evolved by devious and complicated ways from the 

tyranny of Ivan the Terrible’s Muscovy and the genius of Peter the Great’s en- 

lightened developments. By concise historical description and beautiful well-selected

illustrations the author succeeds in promoting an understanding not only of the 
architectural beauties and curiosities of these two cities but also of their significance 
in the world today. (914:73) 


ROAD THROUGH KURDISTAN. The Narrative of an Engineer in 
Iraq. A. M. Hamilton. New edition. Faber, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 256 pages. 
Illustrations (1 in colour). Map. Index. 

An account of the author’s service in Iraq, especially his four years as engineer in 

charge of the road building from Arbil, through the Rowanduz Gorge to the Iran 

frontier. He writes vividly of the topography and shows a sympathetic understanding 
of the people drawn from many races and differing religions whom he succeeded, 
with remarkable skill, in welding into a co-operative labour force. His material by 
modern standards was barely adequate for such difficult mountainous country, but 
he accomplished his task, gaining the friendly co-operation of the tribes. Readers 
will find in his book, which was first published in 1937, a fine example of courage 
and enterprise. (915-67) 


TEMIAR JUNGLE. A Malayan Journey. John Slimming. Murray, 18s. 
1958. 22 cm. 186 pages. Photographs and drawings by the author. Map. 
The Temiar are one of the jungle tribes forced by the terrorists to assist them. The 
author, then Assistant Protector of Aborigines, was therefore deputed to visit their 
communities in Kelantan State. Accompanied by a Sikh Field Assistant, he journeyed 
by boat and on foot through their country, living in their longhouses and eating 
their food. His book, based on a full diary, gives an intimate account of their mode 
of life and reaction to the increasing pressure of civilisation. A good, leisurely travel 
book, to be enjoyed with Holman’s Noone of the Ulu (see page 690) (915-95) 


Biography 
GERTRUDE BELL. From her Personal Papers, 1889-1914. Elizabeth 
Burgoyne. Benn, 42s. 1958. 22 cm. 320 pages. Illustrations. Map. Index. 

The biography of one of the most remarkable women of her time, a dauntless 
explorer and mountaineer, an indefatigable archaeologist, and, above all, a great 
letter-writer, three volumes of whose letters have already been published. This book 
consists largely of extracts (for the most part hitherto unpublished) from her letters 
and diaries, dealing with her travels in the deserts of Arabia and Syria, and with her 


climbs in the Alps. The author supplies very effectively the connecting links of 


narrative between the extracts. This important if somewhat expensive work ends 
at the outbreak of World War I and will, it is to be hoped, have a successor. The 
photographs enhance its intense interest. (92) 


BRIGHT WEFT. Cécile de Banke. Hutchinson, 21s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 222 pages. 
Illustrations. 
In this second instalment of autobiography the author describes a rewarding thirteen 
years spent in South Africa. She went there in 1916 to join the London Repertory 
Company, then playing in Johannesburg. Forced by illness to retire from the stage, 
she successfully established herself as a teacher of elocution and drama—her varied 
clientéle including Afrikaner M.Ps. and the Japanese Consul in Cape Town. These 
lively and eventful chapters in her career seem to have been full of narrow escapes 
of one kind or another. The personality that emerges from these pages is a refreshingly 
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zestful and adventurous one—as full of courage in her own misfortunes as of generous 
sympathy for the victims of cruelty or oppression. (92) 


THE WRITINGS OF ALBRECHT DURER. Translated from the 
German and edited by William Martin Conway. Peter Owen, 45s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 
306 pages. Illustrations. Indexes. 

A reissue, printed in America, of Lord Conway's study (1899) which incorporated 

much of Diirer’s written work, linked by a sensitively written account of his life. 

The change of title from ‘Literary Remains’ to “The Writings’ is confusing when 

each page carries the old, correct description. Readers will none the less welcome the 

reappearance of an important early contribution to Diirer studies. The artist’s letters 
written during his travels to Italy and the Netherlands, his treatises on geometry, 
fortifications, and the proportions of the human body, establish him as one of the 

‘representative men’ of the Renaissance, similar in the breadth of his interests to 

Leonardo da Vinci. (92) 


ALEXANDER FORREST: HIS LIFE AND TIMES. G. C. Bolton. 
Melbourne University Press in association with the University of Western Australia 
Press (Melbourne, Australia), 21s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 208 pages. Illustrations. Map. 
Bibliography. Index. 

As an explorer and politician, pioneer pastoralist and capitalist, Alexander Forrest 

contributed much to the development of Western Australia from 1870, when he took 

part in his first exploring expedition, to his death in 1901. Forrest was so closely 
connected with Western Australian affairs that this biographical study also details 
the history of that state in a period noted for its expansion in the fields of commerce, 
agriculture, mining and politics. Against this background, Forrest emerges as a bold 
and enterprising man in every activity he undertook. The book is well documented, 
much of the material being drawn from Forrest’s own journal. (92) 


THEOPHILE GAUTIER: HIS LIFE AND TIMES. Joanna Richardson. 
Max Reinhardt, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 336 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Théophile Gautier, founder of the Art for Art’s Sake movement, was the most 
versatile of the French Romantics. Debarred from becoming a painter by defective 
eyesight, he adapted his brilliant visual gifts to literature in novels (Mademoiselle 
Maupoint, Capitaine Fracasse, Fortunio), poems, travel books, ballets (Giselle). 
Financial straits chained him to the harsh existence of a journalist, but life was 
brightened by his love for the great dancer Carlotta Grisi and her sister, and the 
affection of many famous men. Miss Richardson, setting Gautier in his background, 
appreciating his works and influence, has written a scholarly chapter of 19th century 
history, fascinating for both specialist and general reader. (92) 


CONTENT TO LIE IN THE SUN. W. E. Harney. Hale, 18s. 
22 cm. 208 pages. Illustrations. Map. ; 
The author was born in Queensland in 1895. Since leaving home at the age of twelve, 
he has lived a varied and wandering existence as cattle-drover, coast trader, patrol 
officer and ranger, and as a result has acquired an extensive knowledge of the 
aborigines of the Northern Territories of Australia. This book is a discursive but 
entertaining collection of reminiscences of his experiences, particularly in relation 
to the aboriginal peoples. It is interspersed with verses on Australian themes and 
well illustrated with photographs, most of them taken by the author and some dating 
back many years.

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THE WISEST FOOL IN CHRISTENDOM. The Reign of King 
James I and VI. William McElwee. Faber, 25s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 296 pages. 
Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

This author has shown in previous studies his knowledge of early 17th century 

history and his flair for presenting it in a form attractive to the general reader. He 

lives up to his achievements in this biography of James I. There was room for such a 

book. In recent years much important research (often buried away in learned mono- 

graphs not easily accessible save to scholars) has upset many of the older notions 
about the significance of the reign, and the character of the king himself. Using these 
materials, Mr. McElwee succeeds in producing a fresh, sympathetic study of a king 

whom Englishmen have never really understood, because he was so very much a 

Scot. (92) 


EDWARDIAN DAUGHTER. Sonia Keppel. Hamish Hamilton, 215. 
1958. 22 cm. 224 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
The author, daughter of a famous beauty, grew up in the glittering society of 
Edward VII's reign and her autobiography covers the early years of her life up to her 
marriage in 1920. Eminent personalities thronged the background and King Edward 
himself she looked upon as a benevolent uncle. Domestic routine, the social round, 
holidays, festive occasions, travel abroad, and the impact of the First World War 
are recorded in these reminiscences which, delightfully spontaneous and natural in 
expression, conjure up clearly and tellingly the fashionable world of a vanished 


era. (92) 


THE FIREBRAND. William Lyon Mackenzie and the Rebellion in 
Upper Canada. William Kilbourn. Cape, 30s. 1958. 23-5 cm. 302 pages. Wood 
engravings by Rosemary Kilbourn. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 

William Lyon Mackenzie (1795-1861) is a remarkable figure in the history of Canada. 

The rebellion of 1837 which he led was on such a small scale that it is almost comic 

but it was the symptom of deep causes which eventually led to responsible govern- 

ment and reform in Canada and, by example, in other parts of the world. Mackenzie 
was a curious mixture of abilities and absurdities, and a rewarding subject for the 
biographer. The author has produced a most entertaining, but solidly based, account 
of one whom he describes as ‘the chief gargoyle on the sober edifice of our public 
history’. (92) 


ALFRED LORD MILNER, THE MAN OF NO ILLUSIONS, 
1854-1925. John Evelyn Wrench. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 42s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 
398 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Index. 

Following his biographies of Francis Yeats~-Brown and Geoffrey Dawson, Sir Evelyn 

Wrench now offers this devoted account of the life and work of one of the greatest 

of imperialists. The achievements of Lord Milner in Egypt and South Africa between 

1889 and 1906 and his work in Lloyd George’s War Cabinet from 1916 onwards 

are recorded in history, but until now there has been no detailed description of his 

family background, his friendships, or his true personality. With the help of Milner’s 
private papers and correspondence Sir Evelyn gives a convincing portrayal of him 

and a skilful reconstruction of his era. (92) 


NOONE OF THE ULU. Dennis Holman. Heinemann, 21s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 
272 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 


This is a fascinating and true story about the aborigines of Northern Malaya and of 
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a man whose name was a legend there. From 1931 Pat Noone worked among the 
Temiar, a primitive and peace-loving tribe into which he married, and was later 
joined by his brother, Richard. When Malaya surrendered to the Japanese, Pat 
disappeared into the deep jungle. In 1953 Richard was specially commissioned to 
regain the lost allegiance of the aborigines under Terrorist domination. How he 
achieved this and also solved the mystery of his brother is thrillingly told by the 
author, who spent many months with him in the jungle. No less enthralling is the 
reconstructed narrative of Pat Noone’s early work. (92) 


ARTHUR SAMUEL PEAKE, 1865-1929. Essays in Commemoration 
and Selections from his Writings. Edited by John T. Wilkinson. Epworth Press, 
21s. 1958. 22 cm. 168 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. 

This volume includes a number of appreciations of the late A. S. Peake, a distinguished 

biblical scholar, the first occupant of the chair of biblical criticism and exegesis in 

Manchester University and the editor of a world-famous one-volume Bible com- 

mentary. Different aspects of his life and work are recalled by junior contemporaries, 

and their contributions are a valuable supplement to the biography already published. 

The extracts from his books have been wisely selected and indicate the characteristic 

emphases of his teaching, as he sought to promote in all the Churches the reverent 

yet unfettered investigation of the Scriptures. (92) 


PAUL ROBESON. Marie Seton. Dennis Dobson, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 254 pages. 
Illustrations. Index. 
Paul Robeson is an artist who has become a symbol as well. His development as a 
singer and his battle for human rights in general, and negro rights in particular, are 
closely interwoven, a fact which Marie Seton brings out in this well balanced and 
readable biography. Arthur Bryant, whose interpretation of political events would 
differ on many points from that of Robeson, writes a foreword in which he pays 
tribute to Robeson as an artist and a man. (92) 


THE PERSONALITY OF JONATHAN SWIFT. Irvin Ehrenpreis. 
Methuen, 15s. 1958. 20 cm. 158 pages. Index. 
In these essays the author, who is associate professor of English Literature in the 
University of Indiana, examines some of the most controversial aspects of Swift's 
character, shows how the satirist’s personality could enter into his writings and 
attempts to discredit certain traditional assumptions about the man and his work. 
With exact scholarship and adroit argument he discusses Swift’s treatment of women, 
his politics and religion, the allegations of obscenity and madness, and establishes some 
connections between the main figures in Gulliver’s Travels and certain of Swift's 
contemporaries. An original and challenging work to claim the attention of scholars 
and all those interested in the Swift enigma. ; (92) 


EVELYN UNDERHILL. Margaret Cropper. Longmans, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 
266 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
Evelyn Underhill died seventeen years ago but her writings still attract those whose 
primary concern is the cultivation of the spiritual life. In this impressive portrait and 
record, we meet a personality of singular charm, homeliness and depth; a spiritual 
director who knew the mystic way; a delightful friend accessible to all in need and 
with a mind open to the joys of beauty, knowledge and service. Among the interesting 
features of this biography may be named the correspondence with von Hiigel, the 
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account of the conduct of retreats at Pleshey and the picture of the hospitable home 
in London. (92)

G PATROL. Michael Crichton-Stuart. Introduction by Bernard Fergusson. 
and edition. Kimber, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 206 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 
This is the personal story of the first commander of G (Foot Guards) Patrol of the 
Long Range Desert Group from December 1940 to March 1943 during the ebb and 
flow of the desert fighting in North Africa. It also partly covers the New Zealand 
Patrol, the original unit on which the Group was founded. Operating in an area of 
over a million square miles under severe conditions of heat, thirst and fatigue, they 
ceaselessly supplied information from far behind the enemy lines, reconnoitred new 
lines of advance, attacked and harassed enemy positions, and collaborated in raids 
by other special forces. The book is a factual and highly readable account of a 
hazardous and constant vigil which contributed largely to final victory in North 
Africa. (940-542) 


A COLD-BLOODED BUSINESS. A. E. Haarer. Staples Press, 16s. 
1958. 22 cm. 208 pages. Illustrations. 
Soon after the opening of the German air assault on Britain in 1940 the author 
transferred from Civil Defence to bomb-disposal duties, and for the rest of World 
War II his work was tense, exciting and seldom free from the threat of imminent 
extinction. Only after victory could any details be given of this most dangerous form 
of public safety work, which even continues today in isolated operations. How un- 
exploded bombs of new and supersensitive types were rendered harmless by the 
disposal squads is told in this well-written and modest story, but through it all runs a 
record of quiet courage and iron control of mental and physical reactions. (940-544)

ROMAN AND NATIVE IN NORTH BRITAIN. Edited by I A. 
Richmond. Nelson, 18s. 1958. 23 cm. 184 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Maps. 
Bibliography. Index. (Studies in History and Archaeology) 

From the time of Agricola’s campaign until the last Roman troops were withdrawn 

from Britain three hundred years later, the territory between Tyne and Solway, 

between Clyde and Forth was the scene of conquest and rebellion, suppression, 
pacification, and further rebellion. The history of the most Northerly frontier of the 

Empire must often have seemed senselessly confused and bloody, yet in the end 

Roman domination left a permanent influence, tending to link Southern Scotland 

with England. Professor Richmond and three collaborators have written scholarly 

essays covering these three centuries of strife and of peaceful collaboration. They 
rely mainly on archaeological evidence but also draw on the classical historians and 
geographers. In a distinguished introductory chapter, Professor Stuart Piggott 
describes the economic background of the Northern Celtic tribes, and the effect 
upon it of the Roman occupation. A distinguished work, indispensable for the serious 
student of the Roman Empire. (941) 


Poland 


HOME TO POLAND. Christine Hotchkiss. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 21s. 
1958. 22 cm. 208 pages. Map. 


The author is the daughter of a former Polish landowner and is now married to an 
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American. She describes a visit to post-war Poland after eighteen years and shortly 
after October, 1956. As a report on modern Poland, as seen by one who is still 
strongly attached to the country, the book is excellent. Mrs. Hotchkiss is a keen and 
judicious observer, who sees both the shortcomings and the merits of the present 
régime and finds that the second predominate. A new but still profoundly Polish 
Poland has been born. The chapters on revisiting her old home, on the predicament 
and plans of Gomulka and his supporters, on the peasant situation, the Church, and 
anti-Semitism are of especial interest. (943°8) 


Sweden 


GUSTAVUS ADOLPHUS. A History of Sweden 1611-1632. Vol. IL. 
1626-1632. Michael Roberts. Longmans, 84s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 862 pages. Illustrations. 
Maps. Bibliography. Index. 

The first volume of this work was welcomed in many countries as a fine piece of 

scholarship, revealing a masterly grasp of the literature, sources, and problems of 

Swedish history, sound judgment, and a clear and vigorous style. In Sweden itself 

scholars received it with unreserved praise. The author, who is Professor of Modern 

History in Queen’s University, Belfast, now completes the work with an account 

of Sweden’s intervention in European politics up to the climax at Breitenfield, and 

to the close of his hero’s career on the field of Liitzen. This is an indispensable book 

for every well-equipped historical library. (948-5) 


Cyprus 


BELOW THE TIDE. Penelope Tremayne. Hutchinson, 16s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 
188 pages. 
An unassuming but remarkably observant record of life in Cyprus during the recent 
years of crisis. The author went to Cyprus for the Red Cross and in the course of 
her nursing duties lived and travelled alone in many parts of the island. A fluent 
Greek speaker and an exceptionally courageous woman, she gives a dispassionate 
account of the role of the EOKA terrorist organisation and the point of view of 
Briton, Greek and Turk towards the demand for Enosis. However, the most 
interesting material in her book is the description in simple human terms of village 
life lived under the shadow of terrorism. (956-4)

FRENCH WEST AFRICA. Virginia Thompson and Richard Adloff. 
Allen & Unwin, 48s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 626 pages. Illustrations. Map. Bibliography. 
Index. 

A comprehensive work such as this has long been needed; it is, in fact, the first work 

in English on the whole Federation of French West Africa. The authors have travelled 

widely in the region and have held discussions with local administrators and with 

both French and African members of the population. They are thus able, in Part I, 

to give a full and unprejudiced account of the political scene. Parts II and Ill deal 

with the country’s economy (including economic policy, transportation, industry, 
trade and labour) and the social and cultural fields, covering education, radio broad- 

casting, the press, urban development and public health, and religion. (966-1)

FIGURES IN EBONY. Past and Present in a West African City. Raymond 
‘Tong. Cassell, 16s. 1958. 20-5 cm. 144 pages. Illustrations. Map. Bibliography. 
Index. 
The province of Benin, in Western Nigeria, is perhaps best known for the bronzes 
which were cast there, and, to an earlier generation, for the massacre of 1897. This 
book, while not ignoring the past, deals with the province in the 20th century as 
well, and in particular with the four years from 1949 to 1953 which the author spent 
there. He is a perceptive observer of the present and recorder of the past and his 
attractive book is well produced and illustrated.

INDEPENDENT AFRICAN. John Chilembwe and the Origins, Setting 
and Significance of the Nyasaland Native Rising of 1915. G. Shepperson and 
Thomas Price. Edinburgh University Press; Nelson, 50s. 1958. 23 cm. $76 pages. 
illustrations. Maps. Bibliography. Index. (Edinburgh University Publications: History, 
Philosophy and Economics, No. 8) 

In studying this Nyasaland rising, a small-scale and quickly suppressed outbreak that 

is little known, the authors have produced a far-ranging account which is relevant 

to various aspects of African nationalism elsewhere and represents an enormous 
amount of research amongst very scattered sources. The interesting personality of 

John Chilembwe, the American-educated leader of the Providence Industrial Mission 

who eventually led the rising and was killed in the course of it, is studied and the 

varied threads that made up the pattern of missionary activity in Nyasaland at that 
time are carefully examined in relation to the deeper causes of the outbreak. The 

illustrations, many of them drawn from Chilembwe’s own photograph album, are a 

fascinating feature of a most important study. (968-97)

UNDER CHARTERED COMPANY RULE: NORTH BORNEO 
1881-1946. K. G. Tregonning. University of Malaya Press (Singapore): Oxford 
University Press, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 260 pages. Illustrations. 2 maps. Bibliography. 
Index. 

The British North Borneo (Chartered) Company was formed in 1881 to administer 

the territory of North Borneo, and continued to do so until the Japanese invasion 

sixty years later. In 1946 it surrendered its sovereignty to the Crown. The papers of 
the Company have been studied by the author as the basis for this excellent work. 

He has also used British official correspondence, personal contacts with former 

members of the Company and others connected with Borneo, and numerous printed 

sources to produce the first serious history of British North Borneo. After outlining 
the earlier history of European contacts with Borneo, he describes every aspect of 
administration under Chartered Company rule, and a final chapter covers the events 

of the war period and the handing over of the Company’s responsibility in 1946.

CRESCENDO. Phyllis Bentley. Gollancz, 13s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 224 pages. 
Based on the theme that every human action has consequences, this novel traces a 
chain of events beginning with a trifling incident and linking an ever widening pattern 
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of cause and effect. An office clerk leaves his work early, a foreman arrives late at his 
textile mill, the mill owner prevents the appointment of a teacher to a headmaster’s 
post, a landlady demands the rent, an old man commits suicide. All these actions 
are the result of other, previous actions and are rooted in the past experience of the 
people who perform them. The setting is Yorkshire, but the story reaches out beyond 
the particular to the universal, illustrating in miniature the sum of man’s responsibility 
towards his fellows. 


SABBATICAL YEAR. Alastair Boyd. Cape, 15s. 1958. 19°5 cm. 256 pages. 
Felix Hope, the dilettantish, egocentric and ineffectual young man around whom this 
novel revolves, might well be the son of one of Mr. Aldous Huxley’s early heroes. 
Endowed with a small legacy and too much sensibility to know what he wants to do, 
Felix throws up his job and aspires to become a writer, but contrives merely to 
drift through a succession of unsatisfactory and increasingly déclassé love affairs in 
Italy, France and Spain. The story is told with a keen sense of background and an 
agreeable irony which provides moments of brilliant comedy: it is not always easy, 
however, to sustain interest in so limp a hero. 


COMMON PEOPLE. Philip Callow. Heinemann, 15s. 1958. 20-5 cm. 
256 pages. 
Mr. Callow’s writing differs from the normal run of fiction in displaying a raw and 
unsophisticated quality which is nevertheless curiously memorable. Description 
rather than characterisation is his forte and his experience is powerfully communicated 
rather than effectively organised. His theme is that of a young man reared in poverty, 
sensitive to the arts and struggling to achieve a more satisfying life as he passes from 
adolescence to manhood and from the provinces to London. He possesses an unusual 
gift for making the squalid interesting through the sympathy and intensity with 
which he registers it. As a novelist he is still in the phase of promise rather than of 
achievement. 


WHEN THE BOUGH BREAKS. Otis Carney. Hodder & Stoughton, 16s. 
1958. 20 cm. 370 pages. 

The twin obsessions of modern society, security and group conformity, are attacked 
in this American novel for their stultifying effect on the minds of the average man 
and woman. A well-paid business executive and his wife live in a prosperous suburb 
of a Midwestern city and their every move is dictated by the social rules of the 
community, the country-club, the golf course, and the board-room. A personal 
crisis leads them to realise that only by risking uncertainty can they regain the happi- 
ness of their early years of independence. Although somewhat ponderous at times, 
the novel gives needed expression to a dangerous phenomenon of our time. 


NORTH OF MARKET. Arthur Foff. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 13s.6d. 1958. 
19 cm. 190 pages. 

In this haunting American story the feverish restlessness of a big city is personified 
in the figure of a young woman whose mind and heart have been corroded beyond 
recovery. The teeming district that lies to the north of San Francisco’s Market street 
is the scene of the doomed and pitiful love between two of the city’s children— 
Corry, the kind young husband eager to protect and cherish, and the hapless Jane 
who is haunted by her fears and weaknesses to frenzy and final self-destruction. 
Written with great force and imagination, the book is as vivid and as uncomfortable 
as a nightmare. 
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A TIME FOR PARIS. George Goodman. Michael Joseph, 15s. 1958. 
20-5 cm. 240 pages. 

Sally White and Freddy Holland mect on board ship bound for Europe and Freddy, 
the budding young American diplomat stationed in London, here tells the story of 
his friendship with the enterprising college girl who in her year’s sojourn in Paris 
savours liberty and the pursuit of happiness with uninhibited energy. He intersperses 
this gay chronicle of Sally’s experiences with an hilariously funny account of his 
own adventures in Oxford where he is sent by his superior to pick the brain of 
Britain’s foremost economist. A delightful and frivolous extravaganza for light- 
hearted reading. 


THE BRIDES OF SOLOMON and Other Stories. Geoffrey Household. 
Michael Joseph, 13s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 238 pages. 

These sixteen tales, set in different parts of the world and periods of history, are 
concerned less with love than with adventure, though on a more sophisticated level 
than is usual with this kind of tale. There is a refreshingly boyish quality about 
Geoffrey Houschold’s outlook, for all his skilled technique as a story-teller: he cares 
about such things as innocence, chivalry and courage. Perhaps the best tale is the 
one about a party of young Jewish boys and girls who, after the First World War, 
find their way across Europe to Palestine. 


THE SUNDIAL. Shirley Jackson. Michael Joseph, 15s. 1958. 20 cm, 
256 pages. 

The weird, macabre world of this novel is unrelated to everyday realism, but it has 
its own fierce reality which mocks the conventions with defiance and ridicule. In a 
luxurious mansion complete with sundial and secret gardens lives an oddly assorted 
group of people who become persuaded that the world is to end shortly and that 
only the ichabinones of the house will survive. They prepare for the event after the 
manner of Noah and on the last day give a champagne party for their less fortunate 
neighbours. Whether the book is seen as sheer fantasy or as a satire on society, it is 
the product of a singularly forceful imagination. 


THE RAINBOW AND THE ROSE. Nevil Shute. Heinemann, 16s. 
1958. 20 cm. 312 pages. 

Johnnie Pascoe, a now elderly Canadian air ace of the First World War, crashes in a 
lonely spot in Tasmania while on an errand of mercy. Ronnie Clarke, a younger 
pilot whom Pascoe taught to fly, tries to reach him and is forced by bad weather to 
postpone the attempt until the next day. Sleeping in the injured airman’s house, with 
his imagination stimulated by the day’s excitements and by the photographs of 
Pascoe’s earlier life surrounding him, Clarke becomes identified in his dreams with 
the other’s personality, and learns the truth about his hitherto enigmatic past. If the 
framework device seems rather too contrived, this is nevertheless a tense and gripping 
tale—especially in the flying sequences. 


THE LAW. Roger Vailland. Translated from the French by Peter Wiles. 
Cape, 15s. 1958. 19°5 cm. 256 pages. 

The title of this brilliantly translated novel (which won the Prix Goncourt) refers 

to a game said to be popular throughout Southern Italy, in which insult and slander 

are exchanged by carefully regulated conventions. Authentic or not, the game is an 

apt symbol for the ferocious struggle for power and sexual domination which 
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permeates the life of the little port of Manacore. The tale is narrated with a classic 
simplicity and concentration of effect and the author moves skilfully from the view- 
point of one character to another. If the ending is surprisingly orderly, this is a story 
written with altogether exceptional power and conviction. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 
GIRL ON THE RUN. John Sibly. Cape, 15s. 1958. 19°5 cm. 250 pages. 
Map. 

Mr. Sibly has hit on a new and ingenious formula for a political thriller by writing 
a story in which the heroine makes most of the running. The other principal character 
is a young Englishman somewhat unsatisfactorily situated as a Social Welfare officer 
in East Africa. Apart from the heroine, an original and interesting creation, the other 
characters are lightly sketched, but the book’s tension lies in the conflict of loyalties 
which torments her companion once the girl’s identity has been uncovered. The 
author succeeds in keeping up a high level of suspense both in action and in mental 
stress.

THE NIGGER OF THE ‘NARCISSUS’ and THE MIRROR OF 
THE SEA. TALES OF HEARSAY and SUSPENSE. Joseph Conrad. 
Nelson, 6s. each. 1958. 16 cm. 380: 384 pages. (The Nelson Classics) 

The story of Joseph Conrad’s life is well known: his birth and boyhood in Poland, 

years of arduous service in British ships, ultimate fame as a writer in a language of 

which he had no knowledge before reaching manhood. The books here reissued are 
characteristic of the several divisions of Conrad’s work: The Nigger is arnong the 
best of his early short novels of life at sea, The Mirror a masterpiece of autobiography; 

Suspense is a late novel, and Tales of Hearsay a posthumous gathering of his short 

stories. Conrad’s general standard was uniquely high, and he was alone among his 

contemporaries in achieving a substantial body of writings worthy of preservation 
as a whole, for it includes nothing inessential or insignificant. 


BEST SF: SCIENCE FICTION STORIES. Edited with an introduction 
by Edmund Crispin. Reprint. Faber, 6s. 1958. 20 cm. 368 pages. Paper covers. 
One of the first titles in an excellent new series of paper-back reprints. The imaginative 
quality and sense of style displayed in some of these stories will attract those interested 
in the better type of science fiction. The stories deal with robots, telepathy, unforeseen 
effects following the explosion of atomic bombs, and forms of life, on this or other 
planets, unknown to man. Their strongest appeal is to the sense of wonder and less 
to the sense of humour, though one of them, ‘Prott’, achieves both. More common is 

a rather eerie kind of beauty. 


LORD OF THE FLIES. William Golding. Reprint. Faber, 5s. 1958. 
18-5 cm. 248 pages. Paper covers. 

This remarkable first novel is the story of a group of boys stranded on a desert island; 

at first they enjoy their experience of fiction-turned-reality, but soon rivalries for 

leadership develop, anxiety becomes fear and fear becomes superstitious terror; their 

sojourn on the island ends in savagery and death. This is an allegory of good and evil, 

cleverly constructed to begin disarmingly and mount to a grim climax.

The author gives interesting 
details of the construction of cables, their insulation, maintenance and repair, and 
the hazards involved. 


YOUR BOOK OF ASTRONOMY. Patrick Moore. Faber, 8s.6d. 1958. 
21-5 cm. 72 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. 
THE BOYS’ BOOK OF ASTRONOMY. Patrick Moore. Burke, 9s.6d. 
1958. 25°5 cm. 144 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 
Both these books are suitable for children of about ten to fourteen and both seek 
to present the basic facts of astronomy in a way which will arouse the interest of 
young people. The ground covered is much the same in both titles but the second 
gives a more detailed account. The author, who is an authority on lunar astronomy, 
shows how suitable equipment can be built with the minimum of expense, and the 
emphasis is on the practical aspects with the object of encouraging children to take 
up astronomy as a hobby. The first volume contains useful suggestions for further 
reading. 


FRIDTJOF NANSEN. Francis Noel-Baker. Black, 6s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 
94 pages. Illustrations by Douglas Relf. (Lives to Remember) 
There have been several excellent lives of Nansen, the Norwegian explorer and 
humanitarian. The present biography is probably one of the shortest but it gives in 
clear and simple language the main facts—the great Greenland crossing, the voyage 
of the Fram to the North Pole and Nansen’s subsequent labours for his own country 
as ambassador and for prisoners of war and refugees through the League of Nations— 
leaving the reader with a sympathetic and inspiring picture of a very great man. (92) 


TOWNS. Edward Osmond. Batsford, 8s.6d. 1958. 20-5 cm. 80 pages. 
Illustrations (some in colour) by the author. Maps. Index. (Junior Heritage 
Books) 

An historical survey of the development of towns in England from pre-Roman 

times down to the present day. Many factors are dealt with: the demands that caused 

the siting, distribution and the nature of a town and how far these have been modified 
through the ages, foreign influence, and availability of building material. The photo- 
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graphs and drawings are clear and relevant. Features of architecture are shown and the 
stages of the town’s growth illustrated by buildings of different periods. A useful 
book for readers from twelve to fourteen. 


THE PLANTS WE EAT. Millicent E. Selsam. Chatto & Windus, 7s.6d. 

1958. 20°5 cm. 96 pages. Iliustrations by Helen Ludwig. (A Play Ideas Book) 
Young botanists will find much to interest them in this simply written account of 
where the various roots, stems, leaves, flowers and fruits we eat today came from, 
when they were first discovered and how, by cultivation, wise seed selection or 
grafting, man has raised new and improved varieties from the original wild plants, 
some of which can still be found and compared with their successors. The author 
suggests a number of easy experiments with growing plants for readers to try for 
themselves in or out of doors. 


THE YOUNG NATURALIST’S YEAR. Fred J. 

12s.6d, 1958. 19 cm. 176 pages. Illustrations. 
Mr. Speakman is already well known to young naturalists for his previous book, 
Tracks, Trails and Signs. Here, he conveys simply and delightfully the excitement and 
interest that are to be had from a study of the woodland and countryside, month by 
month, throughout the year. He shows us what may be found, and how to look and 
listen, and illustrates with drawings such things as claw scratches in green algae made 
by a climbing squirrel, and the difference between the slots of fallow deer on soft 
ground and on a muddy slope.
